so rainless a summer as this, and consequently we go 

on from what we regard as an abnormal season to 

the next abnormal season, taking certain little 
precautions by the way. The doubt assails us about what 
would happen if we entered a cycle of dry years in which 
the consequences of a low rainfall must accumulate. From 
a statement of the Ministry of Health it appears that the 
statistics now available for a long succession of years indicate 
that rainfall during the next few years may continue to fall 
short of the average. 

We have always had the feeling that the problem should be 
tackled by the nation, not only in regard to policy, but in the 
much wider issues connected with the problem. We may be 
using per head far too much water ; we may have to augment 
our supplies by sinking deep wells; we may have to adopt 
some other system of dealing with sanitation; and we may 
have to find a principle by which the total supplies could be 
divided equally and waste water controlled both at its source 
and after it is used. It is obvious that towns with ample 
gathering grounds and storage lakes must at certain periods have 
a large surplus of water running to waste, when it could be 
impounded for the benefit of some less favourably situated 
town. There arises the doubt whether the various large 
corporations are dealing with the precious commodity in an 
economic manner for the country. From the nature of things 
it is probably certain that they cannot, but our point is rather 
that there are a number of other matters which might be 
incorporated with water supply profitably for the great benefit 
of the whole country. 

For instance, taking a broad view, there are societies for the 
preservation of the countryside ; the public trust buying up 
tracts of land for the public ; an electricity board dealing with 
electricity as a national commodity; regional committees 
planning new roads and bridges ; and, finally, an unemployment 
problem which, so far, seems to be visualised as an opportunity 
for road-making schemes. Without going deeply into these 
matters, there does appear to be an intimate connection be- 
tween all of them. There is at least sufficient connection be- 
tween them to hazard the suspicion that in the multiplicity 
of our committees there is a danger that some things are being 
done twice over and many things overlooked. There is mudd- 
ling from the lack of coherent thinking and co-operation. 

Our huge gathering grounds for water form one of civilisa- 
tion’s best and happiest methods of preserving the countryside. 
It is true we have not yet found a method of compelling the 
tripper to behave, but we have at least found the negative 
way to preserve ourselves from ugliness by protecting parts of 
the countryside from the ravages of the jerry builder. Here 
surely is an opportunity where the public trust and the various 
committees and corporations might collaborate to the great 
gain of the nation as a whole and even the ratepayers in par- 
ticular! Enormous costs are involved, we are told, in pro- 
curing the necessary parliamentary water powers for our large 
corporations, and in addition there is costly litigation with 
the numerous local authorities and townships in adjusting their 
claims for their share of the water taken past their doors. 
This procedure is both cumbersome and costly, while, in 
the face of the serious shortage of water in many places to-day, 
we can understand the feeling of unfairness when a wealthy 
corporation can buy up a whole countryside hundreds of miles 
from its city boundaries. These anxious periods of drought, etc., 


NCE again heat and drought have forced immediate 
QO anxiety. Admittedly, it is seldom that we experience 


make everyone feel that some national and fair distribution 
is the ultimate solution of this matter. 

Again, regarding electricity, although we lay no claim to 
specialised knowledge upon the subject, there appears to be 
a lack of imagination. One would have thought that it was 
financially possible to utilise the huge water-supply pipe lines 
from lakes and rivers to generate electricity on the way by 
means of turbines. From the practical point of view the idea 
may be fantastical, but at least the dual purpose of supplying 
water and electricity is attractive, and is outside the trivialities 
of economics when water becomes priceless. Too often the 
practical or technical view is represented by those afflicted 
with the departmental and official spirit. Let us hope that 
the spur of a water shortage may be the means of converting 
an electricity board from their unimaginative method of 
creating light by first darkening and polluting the atmosphere 
with smoke. 

Supplies of water in little villages have given out through 
the movement in population from the towns to the country 
and the consequent rising standard of sanitation. We read of 
villages obtaining their supplies by train from the cities. To 
this problem the social reformer with his theories upon urban 
and rural housing might give his attention, having in his mind 
the greater public services we have outlined. Obviously the 
consumption of water goes up rapidly with the installation 
of taps, water-closets and baths, and while, as a water engineer 
remarked,“ This is all to the good as a rule; in the present 
crisis it adds to the difficulties of water authorities.” Some- 
thing might be done in the future in the more general use of a 
satisfactory spring tap to prevent wastage of water through 
carelessness. From a technical standpoint, perhaps, the biggest 
wastage to-day arises from our methods of sanitation and 
sewage disposal. An enormous amount of rain water and 
clean drinking water is*sent daily through the sewers, placing 
a heavy toll at the sewage disposal end. Heavily diluted 
sewage is difficult and costly to treat satisfactorily. It may 
be that our water carriage system of sewage is all wrong and 
antiquated, and that the ideal solution will be obtained from the 
chemist. On the other hand, there are millions of gallons 
of rainwater and clean waste water from taps that might be 
collected by some method and used again for certain domestic 
purposes. The garage washing-space and the much maligned 
garden hose—for which we grudgingly pay—might come into 
their own again without earning the deprecations of the water- 
works committee. 

There are no doubt various ways in which water could be 
saved in our houses, still giving us the supplies to which we 
have become accustomed. These things are, as always, matters 
of comparative economics, and unfortunately at the moment 
house building requires no further burdens. Similarly we 
must assume in face of the warning of 1921 that the various 
authorities either made what they thought to be adequate 
storage requirements, or they were baulked by the problem 
of expenditure. 

All these matters require careful investigation, not merely 
by water authorities, but by a Ministry of Health Advisory 
Committee. The time is ripe to acknowledge the principle 
that water supply is not merely a local affair, nor is it a service 
that should be isolated from other social services. A bold 
imagination is essential, if ever we as a nation are to get out of 
the rut of canalised thinking and expedients. We have made 
unemployment a political question at the hustings and quarrelled 
over it : the drought of 1929 may find a job ready to hand.

as an example of that picturesque charm 
which is so characteristic of the typical 
old English village. We hope the appeal 
which is now being made for the purchase 
and upkeep of this very interesting record 
of past times will meet with complete 
success. The project is, we believe, in 
safe hands, and whatever is necessary to 
make the buildings habitable and pleasant, 
both practically and artistically, will, we 
feel sure, be done. The drawing we 
publish, which was exhibited in the 
Royal Academy, gives a faithful view of 
the general aspect of this charming old 
village street looking in the Oxford 
direction. It has been suggested that 
the selection of an old-world village of a 
typical character should have included a 
village church, which is so often a centre 
of especial interest in village life. It 
would have been a difficult choice to 
find such a subject which could have been 
purchased outright and it would be 
difficult indeed to say what village might 
have a prior claim on our regard. We 
think the choice of West Wycombe 
will be very generally endorsed. 


The evidence of Mr. Guy 
Dawber after a recent visit 
to Germany shows that the 
country around Heidelburg, 
Mainz, Frankfurt and Coblenz 
js fat in advance of this country in a 
general care for the amenities of life, 
offensive petrol stations and untidy litter 
being almost non-existent.

A correspondent 
writes: “ A Frenchman told 
me the other day how he wished that 
such a Society as the Council for the 
Preservation of Rural England could be 
set up in France in order to encourage 
public opinion to prevent atrocities. 
For example, he mentioned that anyone 
looking at the famous bridge at Avignon 
can at the same time see four ugly 
factories and four hideous tall chimneys. 
All round the ancient Cathedral may be 
seen tin-plate hoardings advertising some 
brew of * biére.’ My friend informed me 
that it is not for lack of legislation on 
town planning and the protection of 
historical monuments and places of 
beauty that the French are allowing their 
country to be so spoilt, for their legis- 
lative powers are far more drastic than 
in this country, and Acts galore have been 
sanctioned. But often in France 
laws seem simply to be made to be 
ignored, and if great care is not taken a 
number of places that attract visitors 
from all parts of the world will be com- 
mercialised beyond hope of preservation.”

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builder. The professor is reported as 
saying that if a man had the skill and was 
willing to give his leisure hours to building 
his own dwelling he should be helped to 
do so in carefully chosen places and be 
provided with building materials at 
reasonable prices. He goes on to 
say that a modern brick building put up 
by a municipal authority which is kept 
shut up and over-heated will produce 
miserable and debilitated children, while 
a shack will produce splendid children if 
they can run about. Professor Hill has 
countered loss of amenity by gain in 
health, but without entering the lists on 
behalf of the probable results that hordes 
of bungalows would produce in the 
countryside, we wonder if he has realised 
that building, even of a shack or bunga- 
low, is not a craft casually to be acquired. 
We are of the opinion that ventilation 
troubles, dampness and bad sanitation 
would soon outweigh any benefits 
accorded by fresh air and sunlight. 
Then, too, the overcrowding problem 1s 
usually at its most acute in large towns 
where a settlement of shacks would, 
amenity apart, be physically impossible. 
Housing reform must necessarily be by 
slow stages, and it is undoubtedly a fact 
that even in those cases where municipal 
housing is at a low standard it represents 
for the most of the occupiers a consider- 
able advance in health and comfort.

built in Overbrook-Hills-in-Marion to 


designs prepared by Mr. E. Allen Wilson. 
The material is principally brick combined 
with stucco. Deep shadows have been 
created around windows and _ doors, 
securing horizontal lines which are both 
straight and wavering. The colour of the 
house on the exterior is a light cream, 
but on one side there is the design of a 
huge peacock thirteen feet high and on 
the other of a palm tree ten feet high. 
These decorations, so-called, have been 
made of cast aluminium, painted black, 
and applied to the stucco. It is interesting 
to note that with the exception of the 
wall covering for one room, all the wall- 
papers were imported from Germany, 
England and France.

Housing Scheme, Kempston: Architect 
Required. 

The Kempston U.D.C. are desirous of ob- 
taining the services of an architect for the 
Council’s housing scheme.

New Bridge Across the Arno. 

Plans for a new bridge across the Arno 
have been approved by the municipal 
gouncil of Florence. To be called the 
Bridge of Victory, it will be 420 ft. long 
and 60 ft. wide, and will have three arches. 
The work is to be completed in 28 months, 
and will cost 7,650,000 lire (about £85,000). 
Professor Ferrati is the architect. 


Restoration of ‘‘ Little Dorrit’s’ Vestry. 

The restoration has taken place of “ Little 
Dorrit’s ’’ Vestry, and for the first time since 
this corner of the famous church of St. 
George the Martyr, Borough High-street, 
S.E., was made famous by Charles Dickens 
it has been cleaned and painted. It was found 
that the vestry was unsafe, the floor was 
rotten, and the ceiling was in danger of col- 
lapsing. Progress is being made with the 
reservation of this historic church. The 
oundations have been strengthened, a por- 
tion of the exterior has been re-dressed, and 
the building is to be re-roofed. 


Proposed New Bridge, Middlesbrough. 

It is announced in connection with the 
scheme to bridge the Tees at Middlesbrough, 
between the districts of Newport and Billing- 
ham, that the Ministry of Transport has con- 
sented to bear 75 per cent. of the cost, which 
is estimated at £600,000. The scheme is a 
result of joint action by the Middlesbrough 
Corporation, the Durham County Council, 
and the North Riding of Yorkshire County 
Council. Apportionment of the remaining 
25 per cent. of the cost, to be borne by the 
local authorities, has yet to be decided. It 
is hoped that the work of construction will 
begin next year. 


King’s Bench-walk : New Lawn. 

A new piece of greensward is being added 
to the amenities of the Inner Temple. By 
order of the Benchers of the Inn the un- 
sightly gravel is being removed from the 
lower end of King’s Bench-walk, and in its 
place a grass lawn is being made. Charles 
Lamb was born in the Inner Temple, and 
it has been suggested that the Benchers 
might consider the question of embellishing 
the new lawn with some monument to com- 
memorate the association of their literary 
child with the Inn, after the example of 
Lincoln’s Inn, before the hall of which a 
statue of Lord Bacon was placed some years 
ago. 

Town Planning Institute: Annual Country 
Meeting, Letchworth. 

The eleventh annual country meeting of 
the Town Planning Institute will be held at 
Letchworth on October 3 to 6. Under the 
presidency of Mr. Barry Parker, F.R.I.B.A., 
the opening meeting will be at Icknields 
Halls, when Sir Edgar Bonham-Carter will 
speak on ‘“‘ Garden Cities, Satellite Towns 
and Decentralisation.”” This will be at 
10 a.m. on the Friday. Following lunch, a 
motor tour of Letchworth will be made. In 
the evening the Institute dinner will be held 
at Icknields Halls. Saturday and Sunday are 
devoted to motor tours of interest in Letch- 
worth, Welwyn, and Cambridge. Full de- 
tails are obtainable from Mr. Alfred R. 
Potter, Secretary, 11, Arundel-street, W.C.2. 
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Association of Special Libraries and Informa- 
tion Bureaux. 

The annual conference of this Association 
-which is mainly for information users—will 
be held from September 20 to 23, at Trinity 
College, Cambridge. In conjunction with the 
National Trust and other interested bodies, 
the Association has arranged to devote a 
session on the Saturday to the subject of the 
preservation of places of historic interest and 
natural beauty. The purpose of the session 
will be, in the first place, to provide informa- 
tion and, secondly, to examine the possibili- 
ties of co-ordinating the work of the different 
organisations. Full information may be ob- 
tained from the Secretary, 26, Bedford- 
square, W.C.1. 


A Proposed Channel Bridge. 


A scheme for bridging the English 
Channel has been proposed by Mr. Cleve F. 
Shaffer, of San Francisco. The cost is 
estimated at £8,000,000. Mr. Shaffer pro- 
poses, instead of a tunnel (which he believes 
could never be made to pay interest, let 
alone sinking fund), a bridge composec, 
where the depth will allow, of piles or 
filled jetties supporting a readway; two 
immense lifting spans, in harbours pro 
tected by breakwaters, at each side of the 
Channel; and, where the water is too deep 
for piles or filled jetties, a floating bridge 
composed of multiple units, or floating 
sections, connected together and anchored 
to form the roadway. The roadway, which 
would be 53 ft. above water, would provide 
space for four lines of motor traffic and 
two lines of railway. 


Improvements in East London. 

It is hoped work will begin towards the 
end of September or the beginning of Octo 
ber on the erection of 600 dwellings in 
Prince Regent’s-lane and Becton-road, West 
Ham. This will mean the start of a much 
more important scheme, the new Victoria 
Dock-road, to which the housing scheme is a 
necessary preliminary. The construction of 
the new road will involve the demolition of 
much property, including 490 dwellings. 
This property must be demolished before 
constructional work can be begun, and be- 
fore it can be demolished alternative accom- 
modation must be provided. For this pur- 
pose a new building estate now occupied by 
allotments is to be developed, at a cost of 
between £400,000 and £500,000. This is to 
be done on town-planning lines. The engi- 
neering work will be under the control of 
Mr. F. Palmer, with whom Mr. W. Lionel 
Jenkins, Borough Engineer and Surveyor for 
West Ham, will be associated.

Maintenance Scholarship in Architecture. 


The Board of Architectural Education of 
the R.I.B.A. announce that the R.I.B.A. 
Fourth and Fifth Year Maintenance Scholar- 
ship has been awarded to Mr. G. G. Laidler 
of the School of Architecture, the Architec- 
tural Association, London. The scholarship 
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is of the value of £100 per annum, and is 
tenable in the fourth and fifth years at a 
school of architecture, recognised by the 
Royal Institute, by a student who has al- 
ready completed satisfactorily a three years’ 
course in a recognised school.

OBITUARY 


William John Gilliland, F.R.I.B.A. 

The death took place on Friday of Mr. Wm. 
John Gilliland, F.R.I.B.A., at his residence, 
Ardmore, Holywood, Belfast. Mr. Gilliland, 
who was formerly a member of the Belfast 
Cor ration, was a well-known architect and 
civil engineer in Belfast. Born in 1855, he 
was educated at the Royal Belfast Academical 
Institution and Queen’s College, Belfast.

CORRESPONDENCE

The Charing Cross Proposals. 
Srr,—The Charing Cross Improvement 
Scheme is universally demanded by those with 
the welfare of London at heart, and there is 
veneral relief that the Government, the 
LC .C., and the Southern Railway have been 
able to come to an agreement. Under the 
circumstances there is natura! hesitation to 
criticise the scheme, but there is so much 
room for improvement from the points of view 
of efficiency and economy that it would be 
better to face a further short delay than that 
the scheme should be carried out according to 
the agreed plan. In a matter of such tre- 
mendous importance to the future of London 
we ire all anxious that the scheme should be 
the best possible within practical limits. The 
Charing Cross scheme is an outcome of the 
failire of Waterloo Bridge for which the 
Kin sway scheme was largely responsible, and 
the present scheme will not only fail to 
remedy existing ills but it will create others 
which in turn will need costly remedial 
reosures. 
The pressing problem of London traffic is 
not so much the inadequacy of the bridges 
as the difficulty of their approaches on the 
northern side, particularly due to the conges- 
tion along the Strand, Fleet-street, etc., 
rovie. The scheme will attract traffic to that 
route from the spacious Embankment and put 
yet another obstruction in its flow. This is 
the most obvious objection to the scheme. 
Incidentally it will also tend to increase con- 
e ion in the Charing Cross-road and fur- 
- obstruct the flow of traffic in Oxford- 
i et at its junction with Tottenham Court- 
road. Cross-river traffic should be able to 
disperse before it reaches the Strand and not 


be brought into it unnecessarily. If, in addi- 
tion, it can be carried beyond the Strand on 
another level, preferably below, so much the 
better 

The plan by Mr. Niven and his associates 


which was published recently shows an 
arrangement on the north bank on somewhat 
similar lines to those shown in the accompany- 
ing plan which was prepared by me more 
than ten years ago. I then came to the con- 
clusion that the best site for the bridge is 
that shown in the latest agreed scheme, viz., 
the same as the existing bridge. To- -day the 
position is much more acute. A much wider 
scheme is necessary, and the position ten 
years hence, even after the bridge is in opera- 
tion, is likely to be worse than it is to-day. 
[he scheme can, however, be made much 


more efficient in its limited character from the 
point of view of rail and road traffic, with, 
at the same time, great saving in cost. In 
addition to the junction with the Strand men- 
tioned above, the following major criticisms 
can be made :— 


(1) Crossing traffic 
automatically limits the 
bridge. The traffic “‘ place’’ should be of 
sufficient size to allow of circular traffic, 
whilst crossing traffic should be taken below. 

(2) The alignment of the main approach 
road on the south side between the two great 
stations is undesirable, particularly from the 
point of view of the railway, as it will limit 
communication between the two stations to 
that which the L.C.C. has to provide under 
the agreement. This arrangement also in- 
volves the railway in the construction of a 
very awkward and objectionable skewbridge 
over Waterloo-road opposite St. John’s 
Church, and very sharp curves in the rail 
approach to the station. 

(3) The southern approach debouching into 
Waterloo-road largely cancels out the value 
of the bridge over Waterloo-road. By this 


at the southern end 
capacity of the 


arrangement traffic from the east to the 
bridge has to cross Waterloo-road three 
times ! 


(4) The Old Vic traffic circus is so broken 
up with entering roads that uncontrolled cir- 
cular traffic will be difficult. (The location 
of a theatre in the centre of a noisy circus 
is surely open to serious objection.) 

(5) The widening of Oakley-street as an 
approach to the new bridge will be practically 
useless as little traffic would choose such a 
route. It will only serve the undesirable pur- 
pose of attracting more traffic to Waterloo 
Bridge. 

(6) Destruction of property on such a large 
scale so near to the heart of a city and its 
utilisation for a railway station is inconsistent 
with modern ideas of surface utilisation in 
city development. Incidentally the destruc- 
tion of about 250 fairly decent houses at a 
time of housing shortage is most unfortunate 
and will involve the L.C.C. in further heavy 
expenditure for rehousing. 

(7) Betterment should result on a large scale 
from a scheme of such importance. The net 
cost should be far removed from the gross, 
but as very little saleable frontage is created 
little relief from this source can be expected. 


Unless the southern high level approach to 
the bridge can be carried to a more logical 
conclusion it will be much better to eliminate 
it and reverse the positions of the road and 
the station (as shown in the accompanying

plan). 
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If this is done the following imaprove- 
ments and economies can be effected : 

(a) The Old Vic and surrounding property 
need not be disturbed. 

(6) The Union Jack Club is left untouched. 

(c) The new railway skewbridge over 
Waterloo-road is rendered unnecessary. 

(d) The railway approach to the station 
will be straightened. 

(e) The two stations will be coterminus and 
more efficient intercommunication, even to the 
extent of running trains from the South- 
Western line into the new station, will be 
possible. 

(f) The new station will be nearer the 
Tubes 

(g) A traffic place suitable for ‘‘gyroscopic ”’ 
traffic can be provided at the southern end 
of the bridge. 

(4) The extent of property to be acquired 
is reduced. 

(j) The number of houses to be destroyed is 
considerably reduced. 

(k) The opportunities for creating better- 
ment are increas 

+ Ragas level of the approach and therefore 
of the new bridge can be reduced, thus facili- 
tating the lowering of the level of the 
approach on the north side. Moreover, the 
architectural possibilities of the arrangement 
are worthy of the genius of Sir Edwin 
Lutyens, 

But even with these improvements the 
scheme will be entirely inadequate for the 
needs of London and too much will be ex- 
— of it. There is danger, because of its 

uge cost and because of its character, that 
it will block the way to the effective regenera- 
tion of the south side, and it is in the im- 
provement and development of the south side 
that the solution to London’s most serious 
traffic problems can be found, and found, I 
believe, in a way that will not throw any 
great ultimate burden on the taxpayers. The 
scheme as it stands does so little for the huge 
cost involved and does it badly.

. Haphazard Development. 

Smm,—As an onlooker, may I be permitted 
to cast a little oil on the troubled waters in 
the matter of Mr. Clough Williams-Ellis’s 
and Mr. Morley Horder’s correspondence? 
Both these eminent architects, as is not un- 
usual in the case of architects dealing with 
town-planning questions, have wandered from 
the point. They speak of the landowners. 
Who are the landowners? What have they 
to do with the Government? This is 1929. 
As I read it, the question of extending the 
Town Planning Act has been put by one 
official body, viz., the R.I.B.A., to another 
official body, viz., the Ministry of Health. 
We are not in the land of landownership, we 
are in the land of Government. And what, 
so far, has the Government said about this 
question’? Sir William Joynson-Hicks (now 
Lord Brentford) has hinted at an extension 
of bureaucracy; Mr. Neville Chamberlain has 
spoken of ‘“‘ some form of control in esthetic 
matters ’’; and Mr. Ramsay MacDonald has 
advocated a Ministry of Fine Arts. What 
have the landowners got to do with this? 
About as much as they had to do with the 
passing of the Liverpool Act, which led to 
the Town Planning Act. This is 1929—the 
age of facts. And architectural education 
being not all it might be, is a fact which has 
no bearing on the question whether or no an 
increase of bureaucracy, wsthetic control, or 
a Ministry of Fine Arts, would be more bene- 
ficial to architecture than laissez-faire.

CONGRESS AT NEWPORT, MON:

THURSDAY. 
On this day the programme began with a 
visit to Usk, its church and castle. At Usk 


the first visit was to the Priory, where the 
party were received by Mr. R. Windsor 
Rickards. Mr. A E. Bowen, who was the 
spokesman for Usk, pointed to the old 
section of the Priory, but said there was no 
actual conventual evidence within or with 


it. In the churchyard near the porch is a 
hare and broken stone, which is said to mark 
the grave of Father Baker; and within is a 
portion of the Norman church. Mr. Bowen 
dealt with the association of the castle, the 
charch and the Priory. The castle came 
first, and the church followed. They believed 
it was « very early Norman church, com- 
menced very soon after the Conquest. It was 
orginally very small, consisting of a nave 
and an eastern transept The Priery was 
founded about the middle of the twelfth 
century, and the church was granted to the 
Priory. That led to the demand for a parish 
church and the extension of the building. In 
the thirteenth century the north aisle was 
built, and the arcade was built at the same 


time. About the early part of the fifteenth 
century it was believed that the screen was 
erected. The lecturer pointed out the early 


Norman work of the pillars and capitals. 


The church has been known for a won- 


derful and extraordinary brass inscription 


which had puzzled antiquarians. rhe 
visitors afterwards had an opportunity to 
inspect the actual brass, which is placed 


just inside the screen. Mr. Bowen explained 


that as a matter of fact it was a very 
wonderful epitaph written by Adam Usk for 
himself He was an extraordinary and 


singular character, a member of the Com-

He was a native af Usk 
and desired to be buried there; and his 
epitaph commencing, “After fame, the 
grave,” claims that he was the most 


famous advocate in London, counsellor fo! 
many counties, The Lordship of Usk 
passed through many important ownerships. 
The Lordship was given by Henry VII to 
his eldest son, Prince Arthur, who died 
young, and Henry VIII, with his usual 
generosity, transferred it as part of the 
dower of Catherine Parr. Eventually it 
came into the hands of the Dukes of Beau- 
fort, and after some changes of ownership 
it passed into the hands of Mr. Rickards. 
The lecturer mentioned that Adam of Usk 
was not the only famous man buried at 
Usk, for in the churchyard was a memorial 
which recorded the burial of Philip Mason, 
who weighed 554 lb. Inquiries made later 
from Mr. J. R. Gabriel, who was of the 
party, elicited the information that the 
epitaph was written in Welsh by a man 
who could not spell Welsh. In fact, it was 
found to be an attempt to write an epitaph 
in Welsh verse. Afterwards a number of 
the party climbed the mound to the castle, 
where Mr. J. R. Gabriel briefly gave the 
history of that interesting building, one 
striking point of which was that it was the 
prison of Owen Tudor, ancestor of the Tudor 
line of kings. 
Abergavenny. 

rhe party then drove on to Abergavenny, 
and at the Priory Church of St. Mary’s 
Mr. Lityd Gardner contradicted a statement 
in the programme, and said there was no 
attempt to make the church cruciform till 
1882. ‘The church was built in the eleventh 
century, but of that nothing remained. In 
the early English period the monks built a 
nave and choir, and later a north aisle and 
south aisle, with a very lofty western tower. 
Later, a double nave was joined on. Mr. 
Gardner dealt very severely with those who 
altered the church at different periods, and

pointed to the font as pre-Conquest. Among 
features to which attention was specially 
directed were the thirteenth century wooden 
effigy of George de Cantilupe, Lord of Aber. 
gavenny, who died in 1273; the fifteenth 
century Jesse Tree, of carved wood, and the 
effigy of Eva de Braose, daughter of William 
Marshall. Lord of Pembroke, and wife of 
William de Braose, Lord of Abergavenny, 
who died in 1246, unique inasmuch as it js 
said to be the only one in existence in which 
a woman’s arms are inscribed on a shield 
over her breast. 

At the luncheon, the Mayor of Aber. 
gavenny, Mr. J. G. Bishop, joined the Mayor 
of Newport and the rest of the party, and, 
on behalf of the town, gave very worm 
welcome to the Association. The people of 
Abergavenny, he said, were proud of some 
of the things they possessed, and it afforded 
them great pleasure when others took an 
interest in them, 

Roman Caerleon. 

At Caerleon the party were met by Mr, 
E. V. Nash Williams, who expressed ‘he 
pleasure it gave him to welcome them to 
what in Roman times was one of the wm 9st 
important military sites in the whole of 
Europe. He traced the history of the 
occupation from 75 A.D., when the Second 
Augustan Legion established themselves at 
Caerleon in a fortress which supported the 
whole defensive system of South Wales. He 
described the defences, told the story of ihe 
successive changes, and in the Prysg field 
showed the foundations of a section of the 
barracks where the Roman soldiers were 
quartered, and drew a picture of the differ- 
ence between the centurions’ rooms and the 
cubicles of the common soldiers. At the 
amphitheatre he explained that outside the 
fortress there grew up during the 250 years 
of the Second Legion’s occupation a great 
civilian city with married quarters, baths, 
temples, and the great amphitheatre. 

They knew there was a_ subterranean 
temple to Mithras, There was reason to

was the 
regret that Dr. 
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Mortimer Wheeler, by whom the excavations 
were commenced and carried out, were not 
present to explain the course of the excava- 
tions and the discoveries made; but he gave 
a most interesting story, and then led the 
party around and through the amphitheatre 
in order that they might see for themselves 
the details of the design and the character 
and quality of the building. 

One very interesting point was the lec- 
turer’s theorising with reference to the 
bricked niche at one of the entrances, which 
he imagined to be a chapel to which the 
combatant could retire to pray for safety in 
the struggle into which he entered. In 
answer to a question, the lecturer said that 
the arena was probably used chiefly for 
animal contests. Britain was famous for a 
very good breed of mastiffs, and the repre- 
entation of a lion baited by dogs had been 
found, so that probably dogs were pitted 
against each other and other animals 
perhaps against a lion imported from some 
far-off land by a friendly centurion. It was 
possible that -human contests were added. 

\t the invitation of Mr. Attwood-Thorne.

groinds. A visit was afterwards paid to 
Yacrleon Museum, where Mr. J. R. Gabriel 
explained that it was proposed to celebrate 
the 80th anniversary of the foundation of the 
museum by making it a branch of the 
Na'ional Museum of Wales.

lor their farewell session the delegates 
agsin had a crowded day. The first visit was 
to Raglan Castle, where the guide was Sir 
Joseph Bradney, who explained that he was 
taking the place of Mr. Raglan Somerset, 
who was prevented by a family bereavement 
from being present. In his description of the 
castle the speaker largely relied upon an ad- 
dress he had previously given at Bristol. He 
traced the origin of the castle from its earliest 
form, but said that its history as a castle 
really commenced with Sir William Ap 
Thomas, the Blue Knight of Gwent, shortly 
after the Battle of Agincourt. He was a 
famous Welshman, and his descendants in 
this country included famous families of the 
Herberts of Llanarth and the Vaughans of 
Courtfield. It was interesting to note that 
with them that day were two descendants in 
the male line of the famons Sir William Ap 
Thomas in Lord Treowen and Lord Raglan. 
The lecturer referred to the old Welsh pro- 
phecy that the building of the castle would 
never be finished. This prophecy was ful- 
filled, as the Red Gate was in an unfinished 
state when the castle fell to the Parliamen- 
tary Army. 

Tintern Abbey. 

The journey from Raglan to Tintern Abbey 
was made, not via Monmouth, but over the 
range of hills which separate the valley of 
the Usk from that of the Wye. Some of the 
most striking scenery in Monmouthshire was 
witnessed en route, and the descent into Tin- 
tern was along the Wyndcliff. At the Abbey 
Mr. Lityd Gardner, of Abergavenny, dwelt 
on the many wonderful beauties of the build- 
ing. He had, however, several tilts at the 
guide books, and gave his reasons for them. 
For instance, the larder, he said, could not 
have been in the location assigned to it, for 
the monks were too wise to place a larder 
where there was a fireplace or furnace on the 
other side of the larder wall. In regard to 
the location of the high altar, too, he dis- 
agreed that it was in the place usually 
assigned to it, as, if it was there, it could not 
have been in full view of the congregation 
in the church. He was inclined to think that 
it was situated immediately in front of the 
enst window, and almost against the wall. 
One reason for this was that the Cistercians 
did not have their processions around the 
aliar, but around the church, though the 
incense bearer passed around the altar.

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Monmouth. 


At Monmouth, the Rev. C. I. Reeks, a 
former vicar, who was accompanied by the 
present vicar, the Rev. A. E. Monahan, de- 
scribed the beauties of the church of St. Mary, 
and showed the various Norman relics. <A 
visit was also paid to the Castle, where 
Henry V. was born in 1387, and this was 
described by Sir Joseph Bradney. At the 
Rolls Hall, the delegates were entertained to 
tea by the Mayor of Monmouth (Mr. E. T. 
Addams-Williams, J.P.), and they afterwards 
visited the Museum and the Nelson Collec- 
tion. The journey home was made via 
Clytha and Usk. An appeal by the Mayor 
of Newport for assistance to enable the Caer- 
leon Antiquarian Society to purchase a strip 
of land adjoining the amphitheatre at Caer- 
leon was well responded to, Mrs. Spencer 
Whatlev heading the list of subscriptions 
with £25. 


Newport Castle. 


The party were addressed by Mr. J. Kyrie 
Fletcher, who said : ‘‘ The first of the castles 
of Monmouthshire to which you are being 
introduced is but a shell on the river side 
shorn of its importance. Yet this was the 
chief castle of the Lord of this Lordship, and 
at one time extended into a square with the 
principal entrance on the north side. The 
castle was here before the town, and the old 
Welsh name was the New Castle on the Usk. 
Tradition ascribes its foundation to the reign 
of William Rufus, but there is no Norman 
work of that date left. Owen Glyndwr, in 
1402, burst into Gwent and burned down the 
castle, when the early work may have dis- 
appeared. The room above the water gate in 
the central] tower shows evidence of late 
13th-century work, and we know that the 
castle was overhauled about 1433, when 
facing stones were brought from the Abbot of 
Bristol’s quarry at St. Vincent Rocks. 


‘* In 1265, Simon de Montfort was here, 
and in his retreat from Newport be burned 
down the bridge over the river. I have a 
theory that that bridge and the ford across 
the river occupied the line of the present 
railway bridge, and that the entrance into 
Newport was over the bridge into. Mill-street, 
and so by way of Thomas-street into the 
Market-square, with the main entrance to the 
castle in what is now Shaftesbury-street. 
Owen Tudor was a prisoner in the castle 
during the wars of the Roses, when the Staf- 
fords held the place for the House of Lan- 
caster. During the Civil War an attempt 
was made by Herbert of St. Julians to gar- 
rison the castle, but it could not hold out. 
Tt has been a chapel and a brewery, and has 
stood in ruins for hundreds of years, so that 
you want some imagination to put the place 
in order. 

“There is the water gate, and the end 
tower by the bridge; the castle mill, and the 
church of St. Nicholas adjoined. The ex- 
chequer chamber was over the gate. The 
moat’ followed the line of the canal and was 
fed by the mill pool. It was five times a 
bride’s dower, was associated with Fitz Roy 
the de Clares, the de Spencers and the Staf- 
fords, was taken over to his own use by 
Henry VIII., and given over by Edward VI. 
to the Herberts, from whom it finally passed 
to the Duke of Beaufort, and then by pur- 
chase to the late Viscount Tredegar.” 


SATURDAY. 


On this, the last day of the Congress, many 
of the members were compelled to return to 
London and to their homes. They realised 
that the Congress had been most pleasant and 
instructive, They had traversed an especially 
interesting country, replete with historical 
records dating back to Roman and pre-Roman 
times, and including all the struggles on the 
Border lands between Saxons and Normans 
and the Welsh tribes, the erection of Norman 
castles, and of some of the finest ecclesiastical 
buildings in Wales. The members will always 
retain in their minds a grateful recollection 
of the bountiful hospitality that was ex- 
tended to them and of the wealth of learning 
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that had been showered down upon them by 
the distinguished antiquarians of Wales and 
Monmouth.

Ir is something of an event in these days 
that the activities of the Royal Society of Arts 
on behalf of the preservation of rural England 
have crystallised into an act which is appre- 
ciated by all those who care for our beautiful 
country villages, i.e., the purchase of the vil- 
lage of West Wycombe, which is to be pre- 
served for all time as an example of our old 
village institutions. In reference to this 
unique event we have pleasure in giving the 
following notes by Mr. P. Morley Horder, the 
Chairman of the Royal Society of Arts Fund 
for the Preservation of Ancient Cottages. 
We refer to the booklet in our Notes 
columns : 

‘The Royal Society of Arts is hoping to 
get sufficient support thoroughly to repair and 
make the village of West Wycombe sound 
for a generation. The village is illustrated 
by Mr. Raffles Davison’s drawing exhibited in 
this year’s Academy, and the booklet appeal 
which is being issued by the Society gives Mr. 
Griggs’s very interesting view from ‘ High- 
ways and Byways in Buckinghamshire,’ and 
contributions by Mr. Ramsay MacDonald, Mr. 
Baldwin, Mr. G. K. Chesterton, Mr. Max 
Beerbohm, and Mr. De la Mare, who are all 
enthusiastic supporters of this experiment in 
intelligent control. It is true that it is more 
of a village street than a village, but from its 
position on the highway between London and 
Oxford it will, if successfully dealt with, be 
seen by very many more people than if a more 
typical but remote spot had been selected. 
The multiplicity of Societies to protect things 
of beauty, from an Abbey to a wild flower, 
not to mention those devoted more to the 
general tidying up of the country, makes the 
effort to concentrate on a street of particular 
interest. In the report of the year’s work of 
the Society for the Protection of Ancient 
Buildings, attention is called to the danger of 
overlapping. The real facts are that the 
Societies referred to, namely, the Council for 
the Protection of Rural England, the Royal 
Society of Arts Cottage Fund, and the Society 
for the Protection of Ancient Buildings must 
overlap of necessity. They are all doing the 
same work, and the sooner they get together 
and combine their energies and funds the 
better. In the village street of West 
Wycombe there is work for all the Societies, 
including the Scapa Society, whose main work 
is to deal with unsightliness in every form. 
Country Life has suggested the possibility of 
a Royal Society of England. The times are 
ripe for the pursuit of such an idea, and this 
village and its rehabilitation in all its depart- 
ments might well be a beginning. The Queen 
has accepted a copy of this booklet, and Her 
Majesty’s interest in the revival of the finest 
types of furniture makes it all the more in- 
teresting that the first village to be controlled 
is West Wycombe. There is a hotel and two 
public-houses, and the Society is particularly 
looking forward to control here. An effort to 
make them beautiful and wholesome places 
where sound food and drink can be supplied 
in pleasant surroundings should interest the 
various Reformed Public-house Movements, . 


The Old City Mill, Soke Bridge, Winchester. 

According to an_ appeal sponsored by, 
amongst others, Lord Selborne, High Steward 
of the City of Winchester, the picturesque 
old City Mill above Soke Bridge, which has 
long been disused, is in danger of falling 
into complete decay. ‘The appeal calls for 
£1,300 to purchase and preserve this old 
relic. The National Trust has agreed to 
undertake the guardianship of the mill if the 
necessary funds are forthcoming.

PLATES 
City of Oxford School. 

This is a school for 500 boys to be built 
on a fine open site outside Oxford, to the 
east of the Banbury-road, It has been 
planned with a central quadrangle, which 
will be turfed and paved, and the playing 
fields stretch away to the south, immediately 
beyond the school buildings. Along the 
north side of the quadrangle, with a south 
aspect, runs an open cloister, connecting the 
assembly hall and the dining hall, between 
which is placed the administrative block, 
with the main school entrance, the head- 
master’s room, and the common room for the 
staff. The cloister connects at either end 
with the school corridor, from which there 
13 access to the laboratories in the north- 
east wing, the classrooms in the south-east 
wing, and the cloak-rooms, with library and 
art-room over them, in the south-west wing. 
The main school buildings are flanked by 
two smaller blocks, the one containing the 
handicraft room, music room and garages 
the other the gymnasium, latrines, anc 
bicycle sheds, which latter enclose an open 
space, which it is hoped may later be con- 
verted into an open-air swimming pool. The 
whole is to be built in a vari-coloured 
natural grey brick and roofed with dark 
hand-made tiles. The building was won in 
competition assessed by Professor C. H. 
Reilly, Messrs. William G. Newton and 
Partners are the architects. 


Oxford Municipal Secondary School. 

This school, for 350 boys, was designed for 
a somewhat cramped site just socth of Folly 
Bridge. It was a condition of the pro- 
gramme that it should be able to be built 
in such a way that four of the classrooms 
could be added later, and that the changing- 
rooms should be available later as a pavilion 
going on to the playing fields tu the west. 
The school is planned round an inner court 
with the assembly hall on the east, to mask 
the noise of traffic. The dining hall is below 
the assembly hall, and the two together form 
an important central block in the main 
street facade, The ends of the side wings 
of the quadrangular plan form lower 
pavilions supporting the main block. These 
wings contain classrooms on the south and 
laboratories on the north, The west wing 
was to have been built at first as a one-story 
building, containing lavatories and changing 
rooms, the latter opening with glass doors 
on to the playing fields. The four additional 
classrooms would have been built over when 
required. The materials would have been 
similar to those specified for the City of 
Oxford School, This school, too, was won 
in competition, Messrs. William G. Newton 
and Partners are the architects. 


Magdalen College Tower, Oxford. 


Magdalen College tower forms part of the 
collegiate buildings, It was built between 


1492 and 1505, and its height is 145 ft. Our 
reproduction is from a drawing by Mr.° 
D. M. Micklethwaite. 
Stanton St. John Church, Oxon. 

This church is in the heart of a little 


village which is prettily situated about four 
miles to the north-east of Oxford. Entirely 
of the mediaeval period, it includes a nave 
and aisles, a fifteenth-century tower, and a 
fine fourteenth-century chancel. The 
church contains some interesting mural 
tablets, and in the chancel is a large east 
window with reticulated tracery. The 
chancel contains also the remains of an 
Easter sepulchre and some old glass, Our 
reproduction is from a drawing by Mr. 
D. M. Micklethwaite. 


Downland Telephone Exchange. 

Downland Telephone Exchange is situated 
in a side road connecting with the main 
Brighton-road a little beyond Purley. The 
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district is one which will develop almost 
exclusively for residential purposes, and an 
attempt has been made to secure a simple 
and dignified architectural treatment which 
will harmonise with the surroundings. The 
front facing the road, together with the 
returns which constitute the administrative 
and etaff quarters as distinct from the 
Exchange proper, are to be faced with bricks 
of a variegated purple tint, relieved with a 
framework and dressings of bricks having 
a brighter red hue, A sparing use of stone 
has been adopted, principally to emphasise 
the central doorway. The windows are 
filled with steel casements. The back part 
of the premises is treated on similar lines, 
but as it will be less seen, and is more in 
the nature of a factory, the utmost sim- 
plicity of treatment has been maintained. 
Mr. John H. Markham, F.R.I.B.A., of 
H.M. Office of Works, is the architect. 


House near Oxenholme. 

This house stands on one side of the road 
between Burton and Kendal. The external 
walls, about 2 ft. thick, are built of local 
limestone. The dressings of the windows and 
doors and the copings of the gables are of 
Darley Dale stone. The roof is covered with 
Westmorland slates. The windows are all 
leaded lights with opening casements of iron. 
The ground floor and staircase are of oak. 
The fireplaces were all designed in brick and 
stone. The accommodation on the ground 
floor includes two reception rooms, hall, 
kitchen, scullery, garage, and minor apart- 
ments; and on the first floor there are six 
bedrooms, bathroom and water-closet. The 
general contractors were Messrs. G. F. 
Martindale & Son, of Kendal, Westmorland. 
The Albany Forge, Ltd., of Mortlake, S.W., 
carried out the windows. Wing & Webb, 
Ltd., of Wolverhampton, supplied the iron- 
mongery, and the sanitary fittings and stoves, 
etc., were supplied by McDowall, Steven & 
Co., Ltd. 

The architects are Messrs. Kieffer, Fleming 
& Keesey, of London. 


New Library for the Polytechnic. 

This library, now being constructed, is on 
the site of the previous architectural studios, 
the School of Architecture having moved 
over to larger and more modern quarters in 
the new Polytechnic Extension Building, 
Great Portland-street. The work involved 
is largely internal. Within an existing steel 
and concrete carcase the curved fibrous plas- 
ter ceiling with laylights will be constructed 
beneath a roof of reinforced concrete and 
patent glazing. The loan library will be on 
the ‘‘open access”’ system (although the 
working counter is not shown correctly in 
the perspective), and ail the library fitments 
will be of Austrian wainscot oak with 
standardised shelving on Tonk’s fittings. The 
flooring will be of cork tiling. The lighting 
fittings and decorative details, such as they 
are, will be modern in character, and the 
plasterwork will be varied according to a 
simple colour scheme. 

Mr. Frederic E. Towndrow, A.R.I.B.A., is 
the architect. 


Royal National Eisteddfod Design, 1929. 

The subject of this competition was “A 
Chapel on a Hill,” and the prize has been 
awarded by the assessors to Mr. J. Leslie 
Hughes, of Liverpool, who, lately a student 
of the Liverpool University School of Archi- 
tecture, is at present working in the office 
of the Liverpool Corporation Surveyor. In 
their report the assessors comment on this 
design as follows: ‘‘ Considerable study has 
been given to the needs of the building, and 
the arrangement of all is clearly defined 
and suitable in disposition. The drawings 
are well prepared and the elevations are 
pleasing and well planned.” 


Branch Bank, Newcastle-on-Tyne. 
Messrs. Martins Bank, Ltd., have recon- 
structed the premises 91, Northumberland- 
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street, Newcastle-on-Tyne. On the groung 
floor a spacious banking hall has beep 
formed, entered by a doorway direct from 
the street under a covered portico. The 
manager’s office is in a convenient position. 
A new basement has been formed, which pro. 
vides for a large strong-room, coat room, and 
lavatories, heating chamber and book and 


paper stores. One of the most important 
features of this new bank is the intro. 
duction of a night safe, which has been fixed 
in a convenient position at the entrance unde 
the shelter of the portico. The floor to the 


public space is of marble and mosaic, and 


the rest of the floors are wood block, polished. 
The dado panelling, counter and ledger desks 
and all screens, doors, windows, and wood 


fittings are of polished mahogany. Tlie elec 
tric light standards and fittings are real 
bronze and of special design. The walls and 


ceilings are in hard plaster and have been 
neatly designed in panels. The front of the 
bank is entirely of polished grey cranite. 
The two columns are surmounted by carved 
Corinthian caps in granite. The centre win. 
dow is of convex shape, the two side windows 
being concave, forming the entrance poiticoes. 
The building is heated by radiators on the 
low-pressure hot-water system. The building 
contractors were Messrs. J. R. Rut) erford 
and Sons, Ltd., of Newcastle-on-Tyne, and the 
architects were Messrs. Newcombe and New. 


combe, FF. & A.R.1.B.A., of the same city. 
Proposed Mental Hospital, Ardee, Louth. 


The awards of the assessor in this com- 
petition were given in our last issue, and 
we illustrate the first premiated design, by 
Mr. H. T. Wright, F.R.I.B.A., of Newcastle. 
upon-Tyne, this week. Some extracts from 


the winner’s report are given on page 435. 
Women’s New Swimming Bath, Deptford. 

This bath has been erected to provide swim. 
ming facilities for women and girls only. It is 
built on a piece of land (adjoining the existing 
baths), which was acquired by the Council 
for £1,100. The bath is 86 ft. 6 in. long by 
30 ft. wide. There are 57 dressing compart- 
ments for swimmers, with accommodation for 
about 200 spectators in the balcony. The ex- 
terior has been carried out in London stock 
bricks with red brick dressings, while the 
interior is lined with white-glazed bricks de- 
corated with blue-glazed bricks. The water, 
some 87,000 gallons, will be supplied from 
the Council’s own well, which supplies the 
existing swimming baths, and, as in those 
baths, the water will be treated by a modern 
hygienic filtration and _ purification plant 
which will keep it continuously clean and 
bacteriologically pure. The contractors were 
Messrs. Galbraith Bros., Ltd., of Camber- 
well, S.E. The contractors for the filtration 
plant were the Candy Filter Co., Ltd., of 
Hanwell, W. Messrs. Saunders and Taylor, 
Ltd., were responsible for the heating ap- 
paratus, 

The architect is the Council’s Borough En- 
gineer and Surveyor, Mr. H. Morley Lawson, 
M.Inst.M. & C.E., F.R.San.I., M.1.Struct.E., 
from whose designs the building has been 
erected at a cost of £14,500.

XXII.—ARCHITECTURE AS A SCHOOL 
SUBJECT. 


Srr,—I am not impressed with the sound- 
ness of ‘‘ Positive’s’’ proposal that architec- 
ture should be made a school subject, though 
I agree with him that if the object of his 
aim were feasible, it would be an excellent 
thing. What I am chiefly concerned about 
is—who is going to teach the subject in the 
schools? 

It seems to me that there are three choices. 
The first is that it should be a master on 
the staff of the school who should do so; 
but it is obvious that no master can teach 
until he has been taught; and equally ob- 
vious that no master can teach architecture 
thoroughly, or with any understanding, un- 
less that has been his lite study. Architec- 
ture is not a subject of a curriculum, but is 
a whole curriculum in itself. Are we to as- 
sume that each secondary school is to have 
a master for the subject of architecture only, 
or is the subject to be dealt with by one who 
has no more than a smattering of his sub- 
ject? If the former, then it is obviously be- 
yond the means of the public purse to 
satisfy; and if the latter, then surely most 
of us would prefer that the subject were left 
alone altogether. 

The next alternative is that some practis- 
ing architect should visit the schools periodi- 
cally and lecture upon the subject. Properly 
chosen, he should be a master of his sub- 
ject, at any rate. But is he likely to possess 
the necessary training in the discipline and 
control of classes of boys and girls? This, 
too, is a life training, and there can be few 
cases where a man can step straight out of 
the world of business and act the school- 
master effectively. However much of a 
master of his subject he may be, we shall be 
no nearer the ideal of instilling into the 
minds of the young a reverence for good 
building, if that master of his subject is in- 
capable of “getting it across”’ to his 
audience, 

The other alternative is to choose some in- 
structor out of the existing schools of archi- 
tecture. He, at least, should be well versed 
in his subject, and at the same time accus- 
tomed to controlling classes and imparting 
his knowledge. But I have little faith in this 
as a remedy. The pure theorist is not quite 
the man we want, and I fear that architec- 
tural education tends to fall into the hands 
of the theorist, and if this is so, we seem 
no nearer a solution of our problem. 

So we seem to arrive at this point: that 
though we acknowledge the existence of a 
rare and refreshing stream, we cannot carry 
water from it without a vessel, and we may 
as well make up our minds to forego Utopia. 
But we are architects, and it is natural for 
us to say that there is nothing like architec- 
ture. Actually the lawyer thinks that it 
would be a good thing if the boys were 
taught something about law; and the busi- 
ness man that they should learn about busi* 
ness; the doctor that they should learn 
anatomy; the painter that they should paint; 
and the sculptor that they should “‘ sculp.”’ 
All of us have our own particular brand of 
patent medicine for the patient, and most of 
us are apt to forget the merits of plain 
food. 

So it comes about that the average boy 
on leaving school can tell us something about 
isotherms and isobars; can play some sort of 
a tune on the typewriter; has a halting 
smattering of some foreign language; but 
cannot write decent English nor add up a 
column of figures with certainty. Let us not 
add te the list of school subjects, but rather 
revert towards the old simple but sound 
grounding in the three ‘‘ Rs,’’ and leave the 
rest to the common sense of adolescence. 
Bad taste arrives out of complication rather 
than simplicity. ** Smmpricitvs.”’

SOUTH WALES INSTITUTE OF 
ARCHITECTS. 


On September 5, at the Dorothy Restau- 
rant, Cardiff, the South Wales Institute of 
Architects gave a luncheon in honour of Mr. 
J. B. Wride, A.R.I.B.A., Rome Scholar in 
Architecture, 1929, who is a member of the 
South Wales Institute and an ex-student of 
the Welsh School of Architecture. The chair 
was taken by Mr. T. Alwyn Lloyd, 
F.R.I.B.A., President of the Institute, and 
the guests included Mr. J. B. Wride (senior) 
and Mrs. Wride, Councillor W. G. Howell, 
Principal Charles Coles, B.Sc., Dr. Cyril 
Fox, F.8.A. There were also present Messrs. 
W. 8. Purchon, Percy Thomas, C. S. 
Thomas (Swansea), J. Herbert Jones (Swan- 
sea), W. Rosser and C. F. Ward (Newport), 
H. Teather, R. H. Winder, and T. Edgar 
Smith. 

After the chairman’s introduction, in 
which he voiced the pleasure of the Institute 
at being able to show in this sociable way 
their pleasure at Mr. Wride’s success, Coun- 
cillor Howell’s proposal of the chief toast 
was seconded by Principal Coles, who re- 
ferred to the work which was being done at 
the School of Architecture. But for this, he 
said, it would have been impossible for Mr. 
Wride, a student whose whole training was 
obtained at that School, to have brought the 
Rome Prize to Wales for the first time. 

The recipient of the toast, in responding 
very briefly, was received with acclamation. 

Dr. Cyril Fox (Director, Welsh National 
Museum) then proposed the toast of the 
Welsh School of Architecture coupled with 
the name of its Head. As a layman he felt 
it was a special privilege to do this, and he 
emphasised the enormous importance of 
architecture in civic life and in the lives of 
individual citizens. In his opinion one of 
the chief functions of the school was to in- 
culeate in students the. principles of classi- 
cal and formal architecture, so that they 
could in some degree counteract the bad in- 
fluence of the industrialised nineteenth 
century. 

Mr. W. 8. Purchon responded, and took 
the occasion to thank the civic authorities, 
the R.I.B.A., the South Wales Institute of 
Architects, and individual architects for the 
active support which they were giving him 
in the development of the school.

LOUTH MENTAL 
HOSPITAL 


In connection with the competition for the 
proposed mental hospital at Ardee, for the 
Louth (Ireland) County Couneil, the results 
of which were published in our last issue 
and the winning design for which we illus- 
trate this week, the following facts are taken 
from the report of Mr. T. Wright, 
F.R.L.B.A., of Newcastle-on-Tyne, whose 
design was placed first :— 


The site forms the crest of a small hill 
which will be levelled to provide a plateau 
large enough to take the whole of the main 
hospital. buildings, which will be 10 feet 
above the road in front of the site. The 
arrangement of the buildings is simple, con- 
venient and economical. The administrative 
block, dining and recreation hall, kitchen, ser- 
vice and stores department are compactly 
grouped in the centre, with accommodation 
for male and female patients arranged on 
either side, to east and west respectively. 
The main entrance to the administrative 
block faces south and is placed in the centre 
of a forecourt formed by the male and female 
ward blocks to either side. The main en- 
trance for male patients forms the centre of 
the east front, and a large forecourt is formed 
by the two projecting male ward blocks 
on the north and south sides. A_ similar 
arrangement holds good on the west or female 
patients’ side. The day rooms, each 45 ft. 
by 22 ft., are arranged facing east and west 
on two floors. The two infirmary and admis- 
sion wards are arranged on the south-east 
and south-west respectively of the adminis- 
trative block. The wards, for 45 patients at 
80 ft. super per bed, are L-shaped on plan 
and in one room for convenient supervision 
by one attendant. A small kitchen adjoins 
each ward. Store rooms, bathrooms and lava- 
tories, etc., are disposed logically. 

The combined dining and recreation room 
is planned in the centre, having accommoda- 
tion for 250. The kitchen can deal with cook- 
ing for 400. The boiler-house and laundry 
have been arranged together in the extreme 
north of the site and at a lower level, as 
are the boiler houses, so that a gravity re- 
turn may be obtained. 


As regards construction, most probably 
local materials and methods will be used. 
It is suggested that flat, concrete roofs car- 
ried on steel joists and reinforced with ex- 
panded metal, covered with Seyssel asphalt, 
should be used generally. Hand-made, sand- 
faced tiles are suggested for pitched roofs. 
External facings might be of sand-faced, 
deep-red bricks, with dove grey brick quoins 
to all angles, doors and windows; external 
walls of brick or stone with stone dressings. 


Internal panelling may be of Austrian oak 
with walls above and ceiling of fibrous plas- 
ter. Floors should be of wood blocks on 4 in. 
concrete. Heating may be on the low-pres- 
sure accelerated hot-water system, while ex- 
tract. ventilation will be mainly by open 
windows, assisted by flues, etc., where neces- 
sary, with electric fans. Electric light and 
gas for cooking and laundry purposes will 
be fitted. The eubic dimensions and cost are 
as follows :—1,122,908 cub. ft. at 1s. 4d.= 
£74,860. This estimate is intended to cover 
everything, including cost of levelling and al} 
permanent fittings. 
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THE TRADE UNION CONGRESS 


We noticed in our last issue the 
presidential address delivered at the sixty- 
nrst Trade Union Congress, held at Belfast. 
The earlier proceedings of Congress were 
confined to a certain extent to internal 
questions; for instance, a resolution was 
earried that the General Council should be 
directed to refuse affiliation to any ‘‘ break- 
away ’’ union, a resolution of a somewhat 
narrow-minded character unless applied with 
discrimination and with regard to the facts 
of each case, as, for instance, when the 
break-away is due tu disruptive communistic 
elements. 

A more important resolution that the 
General Council should be instructed to 
appoint a committee to deal with the 
question of reorganisation in the principal 
industries on the basis of one union for 
each industry, after considerable discussion, 
was defeated on a card vote by 1,923,000 
to 1,668,000. Mr. Bevin pointed out the 
difficulty of defining an “ industry,” as 
the largest undertakings today did not 
represent single undivided industries, and 
he instanced Imperial Chemicals, which 
embrace 78 different industries in one com- 
bine; whilst Mr. Brownlie asked how it 
would be possible to define the engineering 
industry. Mr. A. G. Walkden, M.P., con- 
cluded the discussion by stating that the 
General Council had no power to force 
amalgamation, and it was well that they 
did not possess the power, as the better way 
was to leave the trade nnions to work hand 
in hand where they came in contact. 

Unemployment was the subject of a reso- 
lution calling for the amendment of the 
Act based upon the Blanesburgh Commit- 
tee’s report, and to extend its scope to 
include out-workers and home-workers em- 
ployed by one employer; it also proposed 
that employers who were not dealing 
directly with trade unions for their labour 
supplies should be compelled to notify 
vacancies to the employment exchanges; 
but the most important part of this resolu- 
tion, which was carried unanimously, was 
that which called for an amendment of the 
existing law, so that maintenance should 
he guaranteed where work cannot be ob- 
tained. A resolution to refer back that 
section of the report of the General Council 
which referred to “disruptive communist 
elements *’ was decisively rejected. 

At Thursday's sitting Mr. A. G. Tom- 
kins characterised the Congress as the dull- 
est he had attended during the last seven 
years, but he endeavoured to introduce a 
livelier element by moving a resolution in 
connection with the General Council's Re- 
port on the Mond-Turner conversations and 
the conelusions that had been reached 
to the effect that the Congress received 
this report as information, “ but declares 
its opposition to the false cry of industrial 
peace and to the policy of collaboration 
with the enemies of labour who are vigor- 
ously attacking the standard of living of 
the working class at the very time they 
are conferring with the General Council, 
and instructs the General Council to put 
an end to such conferences forthwith, as 
they are a serious menace to the interests 
of the working-class movement.” It is 
almost unnecessary to say that this resolu- 
tion was rejected. Mr. Bevin, in replying 
for the General Council, said that Mr. 
Brownlie, who had seconded the resolution, 
appeared to think that contact between 
trade unionism and the employers must 
cease at the wages point, but the Council 
took the view that, “if trade unionism 
stops in its work at the mere discussion of 
wages and nothing else in relation to the 
organisation of the industrial system, then 
they were not performing the function that 
the needs of the time call upon them to 
perform. Rationalisation was going on in 
spite of them, and the question was whether 
trade unionism was to be inside guiding it 
and taking its place in it.” 

The Congress passed a resolution that 
“This Congress views with concern the 


growing power of the great insurance cor- 
porations over National Health Insurance. 
to remedy this, and to keep the working- 
class funds in working-<lass organisations, 
it is now urged upon all workers who are 
members of approved societies run and con- 
trolled by capitalist insurance companies 
that consideration should be given to the 
question of transferring to an approved 
trade union society. In addition, every 
effort should be made to ensure that young 
people entering insurance for the first time 
should join a trade union approved 
society.” Mr. Bromley supported this re- 
solution in a speech in which he is reported 
as saying, ““We shall never be free until 
we have abolished capitalism. We have 
adopted grandiloquent resolutions on the 
nationalisation of mines, the railways, and 
the shipyards, That is rather fading, | 
admit, but I do think we should some- 
times take stock and ask whether we are 
losing our ideals of the workers controlling 
the means of production, whether we for- 
get that we are out to fight capitalism aad 
not to bargain and parley with it.” 
National insurance, he added, was some- 
thing that the trade union movement could 
take hold of, because it already was in the 
hands of the State, although it was associ- 
ated with the old point of view that in 
everything connected with the progress of 
humanity capital had to take its toll. 


This reversion to old-style Congress elo- 
quence, we hope, proved refreshing. to Mr. 
4. G. Tomkins, who found the proceed- 
ings so dull, but it is pardonable to observe 
that the graver utterances that have been 
a feature of this Congress and its predeces- 
sor carry more weight with the public. We 
have always deprecated any allusion to the 
membership which was intended to cast a 
slight upon the trade union movement and 
think little of declines or increases which 
are often due to a multitude of causes, but 
the members who attend Congress should 
always bear in mind that the membership 
(this year approximately 3,725,000) is only 
representative of about a third of the 
working-class population and of about one- 
sixth of the whole electorate, and_ that 
reasoned argument is more likely to carry 
conviction than anything that savours of 
coercion, 

It is somewhat curious that, although tix 
capitalistic system is the subject of continu- 
ous attack, any reasoned and statesmanlike 
definition of a substitute still remains to 
be given, Mr. John Hill went so far during 
the proceedings in Congress as to describe 
Russia as having now the most stable 
Government of any country, but it would 
be interesting to know whether he would 
be satisfied with labour conditions prevail- 
ing in Russia. 

A resolution moved by Mr. George Hicks, 
in which the reconditioning of houses was 
condemned, as demolition was shown by 
experience to be the only line to pursue, 
was unanimously adopted, and Congress 
also carried a resolution calling for legis- 
lation limiting hours of work to not more 
than 48 hours, and it is stated in The 
Times that the resolution went beyond the 
provisions of the Washington Convention 
in that it included all employed persons 
and mentioned specifically distributive and 
agricultural workers. After the action of 
the Government in regard to some of its 
employees, it is not surprising that Con- 
gress carried a resolution for payment dur- 
ing holidays. 

At Thureday’s sitting several interesting 
resolutions were carried. Mr. J. 8S. Camp- 
bell moved a resolution that “ owing to the 
depression in trade and industry this Con- 
gress instructs the General Council to de 
mand the appointment by the Government 
of a Royal Commission to inquire into the 
relationship between industry and finance.” 
He contended that the purchasing power of 
the people had not kept pace with the speed- 
ing up of production, and taking the steel 
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trade as an example and estimating the 
potential production to have increased % 
per cent. since pre-war times, and allowing 
one-fourth for cost of raw materials, he 
argued that there remained a balance of 
£798,000, which, if divided between the 
19,000 workers, would secure an increase in 
weekly wages of 15s. per week. This appears 
to us to lose sight of the fact that all coun. 
tries are endeavouring to increase produc- 
tion in order that the cost of the product 
may be reduced and that their position iu 
highly competitive markets may be main- 
tained. The resolution was carried. 

A resolution moved by Miss Evans, with 
the reasons given by Mr. Citrine for 
referring it to the General Council for con- 
sideration, should be read with the above 
resolution. The resolution proposed that 
the Government should set up a special com- 
mission, on which the General Council 
should be represented, to investigate and 
report upon the establishment of an entirely 
new standard of the cost of living of both 
manual and non-manual workers, in order 
to provide a new basis for the official index 
number which would take adequate accou :t 
of present-day conceptions of needs entering 
into the standard of living. Mr. Citrine 
said the General Council were not opposed 
to the resolution, but wished the delegates 
to realise what was involved in it. There 
was agreement on the part of the Council 
that there ought to be a revision of the 
basis of thé cost of living, and it might also 
he said that there was common political 
agreement on the question, as the late Con- 
servative Government had asked the General 
Council to assent to an inquiry being under- 
taken into the cost-of-living figure. The 
General Council came to the conclusion that 
an inquiry into the basis of the index figure 
would necessarily involve the collection of 
family budgets, and there was a possibility 
that the ascertainment of something in the 
nature of an absolute living standard might 
be attempted to show the minimum on 
which workmen and their dependants could 
live at the present time. The General 
Council believed it would be inopportune to 
try to obtain the figures now, as there was 
a danger that the depression in the basic 
industries and extensive unemployment 
would be reflected in a low standard of 
living. The inquiry should be made at a 
time of rising trade. This appears to us 
to indicate one of the greatest difficulties 
of the present time. A large section of the 
population, which, roughly, may be termed 
the sheltered trades, are setting up a 
standard of living in no way justified by 
the financial position of the country. Undue 
expenditure in one section tends to increase 
the cost of living in other sections and 
presses very hardly on the unprotected 
trades, who are faced with an obstacle that 
ean only be removed by economy—a world- 
wide and constantly increasing competition. 
Economy all round should be the order of 
the day, and when the basic industries can 
hold their own in the world’s markete then 
will come the time when an all-round in- 
crease in the standard of living will be 
justified 


Our space only permits us very briefly 
to notice one other resolution, which was 
carried. It was, to put it shortly, that the 
processes of rationalisation were tending to 
create monopolies which give the employer 
a unique advantage over labour, and then 
followed this passage: “ Associated with 
these monopolies there are gradually being 
developed all kinds of welfare and workshop 
committees which are being used to subvert 
trade union method and practice for dealing 
with the grievances of the workmen,” this 
machinery being used to supersede the 
anions, and the resolution urges upon the 
workers the need for complete and inde 
pendent organisation, whereby the bargain- 
ing power of the unions can be used to ex- 
tract the maximum economic wage, leaving 
the workman free and untrammelled by 
-tpplementary payments, which negative his 
right to act collectively in defence of his 
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standard of living. A passage in the reso- 
jytion points out that the workers have to 
ehuose between loyalty to each other and 
temporary financial advantages which are 
optional at the will of the employers and 
which split up the real earnings of the 
worheré. 

w, this resolution, which commences

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The \larketing Problem: How it is being Tackled 
U.S.A. By E. T. Ecpourne. (London : 
ongmans, Green & Co., Ltd.) 10s. net. 


If we were asked, having read Mr. 
Elbourne’s book, to state categorically the 
reas. for America’s undoubted progress in 


commerce we should say it was a national 
possssion of the faculty of scrapping any de- 
func: or non-paying system unhesitatingly, of 
waging war to the knife against waste in 
every shape and form, whether from dis- 
orde:ly marketing, from too many links in the 
chain of ‘distribution, or too many chains in 
the system, or whether from expenditure of 
effor: and money in advertising and sales pro- 
motion without adequate basic information on 
which to found methods. 

The machine of commerce may be divided 
into two main sections, production and dis- 


tribution, and this former section America 
would seem to have dealt with satisfactorily, 
a claim based on the following reasons. 


Firstly, on am increase in mechanisation, 
equal—from 1914 to 1923—to one-sixth more 
per industrial wage-earner, mechanisation 
which has brought about in the same period 
an increase in productivity and efficiency per 
wage-earner of 33 per cent. Another factor 
that has made for smoothness of production 
has been the plan of encouraging the workers 
to invest surplus wages in their own com- 
panies, which leads to better efficiency through 
confidence and conscious co-operation. A 
quantitative increase in exports for 1925 over 
1913 of 36 per cent. would seem to support 
America’s claim, while one result of this ease 
and smoothness of production is that America 
pays the highest real wages in the world. 
What America does not find so easy of 
solution is the problem of distribution or mar- 
keting. She is tackling the problem by means 
of research into the causes of waste, and by 
making every effort to forestall losses and to 
market with effectiveness and certainty. This 
3 termed commercial research, and the policy 
which actuates it may be summed up in 
an extract from a paper on the subject by a 
leading American exponent, quoted by Mr 
Elbourne: ‘* The great increase in production 
during the last century and the muitiplicity of 
advertised articles make it more difficult to 
capture and maintain markets. Intensive 
methods are necessary to-day. . . Something 
more than ‘ ginger’ talks and enthusiasm 
are needed to make salesmanship effective.”’ 
This seems clearly to express the general 
views held in America, for there have been 
founded a great number of statistical organi- 
sations designed to meet the requirements 
of firms which are unable for any particular 
reason to conduct research into their own 
methods. There is also an official informa- 
tion bureau and service attached to the U.S. 
Department of Commerce, designed — 
for the purpose of supplying statistics an 
trode ny all Links. Many of the big 
corporations have their own research organisa- 
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welcome the advantages of cédllective bar- 
gaining when the unions are willing to 
cooperate in a reasonable spirit, and the 
future of trade unionism is assured unless 
reactionary steps are taken. A resolution 
was unanimously adopted calliag upon the 
General Council to take steps to secure the 
immediate removal of the restrictions im- 
posed upon the trade union movement by 
the Trades Disputes and Trades Union Act, 
1927 

The character of debate at the Congresses 
has risen to a high level, and the resolutions 
moved are no longer confined to vague 
generalities, often in the political sphere. 
Congress is doing what in times past we 
have ventured to express the hope it 
would do, coming to grips with industria] 
questions, and the proceedings can no longer 
be dismissed in a few lines, hut call for 
detailed consideration.

tions, for the determination and _ effective 
carrying-out of their policies. 

These, then, are the channels by which 
America conducts her inquiry into the market- 
ing problem, and though to the British mind 
there may be too much “ chopping and chang- 
ing,’’ and restlessness, there is an eagerness 
to try out every new idea, a scrutiny of the 
worth of old nations that is deserving of, and 
to a large extent gains, reward. In Great 
Britain, however, it is the problem of pro- 
duction that must be the main difficulty, and 
until that is solved the question of market- 
ing necessarily must take second place. Free- 
dom from crippling strikes, possessed of 
vast resources of mineral and agricultural 
wealth, a teeming population and potential 
market—these advantages does America hold 
over us. But, in addition, and perhaps most 
important of all, she has what may well prove 
to be a real essential to commerce of the 
future—a democracy that has the courage of 
its convictions. In America there is a com- 
mon pulling together for the general good 
which prevents national loss through unneces. 
sary industrial dispute. 


Mr. Elbourne has written a book that may 
justly be called invaluable. He has set him- 
self the task of describing how the problem 
of marketing has been tackled in the States, 
and has done his work conscientiously, im- 
partially, concisely.

Hospital Planning and 
H.M. Station- 


Scottish Board of Health. 
ery Office, 1929. Price 6d. 


This sixteen-page pamphlet is a reprint 
from the Board’s tenth annual report of 
last year, and embodies the experience of 
the department in connection with recent 
hospital activities. It is divided into two 
parts—Layout and Planning, and Construc- 
tion and Finish. In Part I, the need for eco- 
nomical building and the tendency for 
centralisation in urban districts is com- 
mented upon. The choice of site and dis- 
position of buildings is next dealt with, and 
the requirements of V.D. clinics are given 
in some detail. Dealing with the debatable 
question of the position of the ward sanitary 
annexe, the opinion is expressed that this 
is best placed near fhe ward entrance from 
the corridor, and that a _ cross-ventilated 
passage is unnecessary. In connection with 
the theatre, the increasing habit of per- 
forming operations by artificial light at all 
times of day is referred to in connection 
with top windows. The growing needs of 
radiology are the subject of useful comment, 
including the protection from X-rays, the 
sterilising effects of which appear to be 
now established. Barium plaster is men- 
tioned as an alternative to lead. Experi- 
ments on these plasters are now in progress 
at the National Physical Laboratory, and 
the reviewer has suggested that the B.E.S.A. 
might at a later stage draft a specification 
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for this material. It is proposed that the 
pathological laboratory should be in the 
power-house block. While a small labora- 
tory attached to the mortuary in this block 
is no doubt of great value, we doubt whether 
the general needs of pathological work 
would be best met by having this 50 
divorced from the wards if only one such 
laboratory is provided. 

in Part 11, the remark that brick or 
stoue should be used tor ward walis, and 
the comments upon the increased cost of 
upkeep for lightly constructed buildings 
do not appear to be wholly consistent 
with the pretatory remarks suggesting the 
erection of less durable structures, We 
are glad to endorse the view that elaborate 
systems of artificial ventilation are wholly 
unnecessary in the large majority of hos 
pitals. Wall and floor surfaces, heating, 
lighting, and other services are shortly 
discussed, and a warning is given upon the 
doubtful economy of including « laundry, 
which is not advised in any but large in- 
stitutions. 

In these few pages a surprising amount 
of useful information is brought together of 
a kind essentially valuable to an architect 
with a limited experience of hospital work, 
and we commend this publication to all in- 
terested in hospital planning and construc- 
tion. 


Investigations into the Durability of Archi- 
tectural T'erra Cotta and Faience. Build- 
ing Research Special) Report No. 12. 
H.M. Stationery Office. 1929. 2s, 6d net. 
This report, by W. A. McIntyre, B.Sc., 

deals with investigations on the weathering 
properties of terra cotta carried out during 
1926-8 in co-operation with the Terra Cotta 
Association, The work has been based upon 
examples of the material in buildings and 
not upon the fundamental properties of clay, 
a subject yet to be investigated, and it is 
stated that examples of defective terra cotta 
have been difficult to find. We are all 
familiar with the decayed and crumbling 
faces which buildings in this material some- 
times present, but we are told that the pro- 
ducts of the present day are much superior 
to those of the past, and that defects are 
generally due to under-burning. A short 
but interesting historical review and account 
of modern developments is followed by a 
chaptér on manufacture. It is stated that 
the necessary process of weathering, which 
is little understood, may be influenced 
by the action of minute organisms which 
break up the clay and produce increased 
plasticity, The oxidation of pyrites is 
another change produced by weathering, this 
harmful mineral being thereby converted into 
an iron oxide. 

In Chapter 3, dealing with durability, we 
notice particularly the difference in expan- 
sion of the body and surface finish of the 
ware, as producing fine cracks which eventu- 
ally may lead to trouble through the 
entrance of water. In a later chapter a 
number of excellent photographs showing 
examples of failures are given, and one im- 
portant cause, which is often insufficiently 
considered, is due to the filling of the blocks 
with breeze or clinker of unsuitable composi- 
tion, which, when moisture finds its way 
through the terra cotta or joints, expands 
and causes disruption. Out of the 70 pages 
of the report, 20 are devoted to a description 
of the experimentai work carried out. The 
results obtained point to the fact that the 
most serious source of trouble is due to 
sulphation generally attributable to atmo- 
spheric causes, and this defect manifests 
itself chiefly in the pinkish and _ buff 
varieties of terra cotta which are under- 
burnt. At the same time it is pointed out 
that all under-burnt varieties do not show 
deterioration. 

The subject is a difficult one, and though 
the problems involved are by no means com- 
pletely solved; the report will be found of 
great value and interest to makers and users 
of this material.

THE BARTLETT SCHOOL OF 


ARCHITECTURE. 


This School, which includes the Depart- 
ment of Town Planning, is attached to Uni- 
versity College of the University of London. 
The Professor of Architecture 1s Mr. A. E. 
Richardson, F.S.A., F.R.1.B.A., and of 
Town Planning, Mr. 8S. D. Adshead, 
F.R.I.B.A. The session starts on October 7. 
The following courses are provided :—The 
B.A. (Architecture) Degree Course of the 
University ; the Certificate Course in Archi- 
tecture; the Diploma Course in Architecture ; 
Advanced Design Class; Evening Courses in 
Design and Construction of Modern Build- 
ings; the Atelier; Certificate Course in Town 
Planning; Diploma Course in Town Pilan- 
ning and Civic Architecture; Diploma 
Course in Town Planning and Civic Engi- 
neering; Certificate in Decoration. 

The whole of the first term is devoted to 
encouraging appreciative interest towards 
building on the part of the student, and to 
showing by the close correlation of lectures 
and studio work how one branch is interde- 
pendent on another. Work in the second and 
third terms follows closely on the lines of 
that previously undertaken, with the excep- 
tion that the studies gradually become more 
advanced and more closely related. At all 
stages the lessons of tradition are pointed 
out and stimulus given for imaginative ren- 
derings. ‘The summer vacation affords the 
student an opportunity to increase his know 
ledge of old work from the study of the list 
of buildings arranged for his guidance. 

The student in the second year is ready to 
undertake simple essays in historical design 
combined with subjects in which prominence 
is given to construction. In the third year 
design and constructional subjects of a more 
advanced kind occupy his attention. Work 
during the fourth and fifth years is confined 
to courses specially arranged for students 
taking the degree and diploma courses and 
entrants for the R.I.B.A. prizes. Full in- 
formation is obtainable from the secretary, 
Mr. C. O. G. Douie, Gower-street, W.C.1.

Thatch versus Tile or Slate. 
Rerty ro ‘‘ Amenity,’ SepremMBer 6. ] 

Sir,—A thatcher of my acquaintance has 
thatched over 60 premises for me during the 
past 10 years, and his charges for good work 
are reasonable—12 inches of straw thatch 
nailed on between twin battens at 50s. per 
square measured thatchwise, ornamental 
ridging 7s. 6d. per yard run and eyebrows 
over windows £1 5s. each extra. From this 
it will be seen that straw thatching is some- 
what cheaper per square than good tiling, 
but it must be borne in mind that thatch- 
wise measurement increases the total area by 
about 10 per cent. 

A thatch put on 10 years ago and not 
wired was slightly repaired this month for 
£1 15s., and looks in very good condition. 1 
enclose a sample straw taken at random from 
the face on S.W. side of house. It is quite 
perfect. The steeper the roof the longer the 
life. A 45-degree pitch will require refacing 
at a cost of less than £1 10s. per square 
after about 14 years. 

Reed thatch costs about £5 10s. per square 
plus ridging. I do not think it is so warm, 
but it is very durable. I was shown a roof 
in the Isle of Wight which, I was informed, 
had only been re-ridged once in 43 years, and 
was then weatherproof. 

I fear that the space of a letter does not 
permit of a technical description of thatch- 
ing, but it may be said that in addition to 
the comforts arising from thatch, it saves 
all guttering and the maintenance of same, 
and reduces the number of rafters and bat- 
tens required.

RECURRING DEFECTS: THEIR CAUSE, 
PREVENTION AND CURE.—XI 


By J. R. TAYLOR. 


Floors and Pavings. 


Ir is now fortunately unusual to find that 
a layer of concrete has been omitted below 
the ground floor of domestic or other build- 
ings, more particularly if the building has 
been designed by an architect. There are, 
however, still a few local authorities who 
have either not adopted building by-laws, or 
have not brought them up to date, with the 
consequence that, although seldom entirely 
omitted, the layer of concrete is so thin and 
of such poor quality as in many instances to 
afford little or no protection, and many de- 
fec's arise from this cause. Trouble arising 
fron faulty concreting is common to all 
types of floors at ground-floor level, whether 
they are of hollow or solid construction. 


Floated Concrete Floors. 


for cottage work, and as far as the scul- 
leries and offices are concerned in most 
domestic buildings, concrete floated to a fair 
face makes a floor with which little fault can 
be found provided the work is carefully 
executed. The main recurring defects are 
cracks and broken surfaces. Cracks can 
usually be traced to insufficient consolidation 
of the filling under the concrete. This want 
of consolidation is sometimes very difficult to 
overcome except at a prohibitive cost, par- 
ticularly in clay soils. It has only to be re- 
membered how great is the loss in volume in 
clay when dry as compared with wet or 
partly dried, to realise that a concrete floor 
laid on what appears to be solid ground may 
lose support after the clay dries out. It 
would be thought that elementary knowledge 
would be a sufficient guard against this, but 
failures are frequent and are not confined to 
small unimportant works. The remedy is to 
let the concrete be supported at the edges 
by entering the walls and by building small 
brick piers under it at suitable intervals, the 
piers being carried down to the general 
foundation level. Broken surfaces may be 
due to a variety of causes such as insufficient 
wetting before the floating coat is applied, 
over-trowelling, and so on, but by far the 
most frequent is the use of inferior sand. 
Architects and engineers have by their joint 
efforts driven all inferior cement off the 
market; but even before cement attained its 
present high standard many failures were 
attributed to the cement that rightly be- 
longed to the sand. With the great advance 
in reinforced concrete construction recogni- 
tion of the enormous importance of the part 
played by the sand is becoming general, and 
doubtless the time is coming when sand will 
be branded and certificated in the same 
manner as the cement. 


Floating for Tiles and Wood Blocks. 

\ rather common mistake made in float- 
ing large surfaces for tiles or wood blocks 
(particularly for the latter) is made by some 
plasterers. Having a big floor to float, the 
plasterer proceeds to lay cement screeds 
some 8 ft. or so apart on which to guide his 
rule. These screeds shrink in drying. When 
the main body of the floating is laid in its 
wet state it is of the same thickness as the 

eeds which have already shrunk. The 
flcating then shrinks to slightly below the 
level of the screeds, resulting in a series of 
idges on which the blocks are apt to “‘ride”’ 
nd become loose. The remedy is to lay 

rrow wood rules instead of screeds and the 
locks will then ‘“‘ carry” over the slight 
»ollow that takes the place of the ridge. 


Water-proofing. 
Litle more need be said about concrete as 
a floor for ordinary domestic work except to 


sos + 


advocate that where it cannot be kept high 
enough above the general surface to be im- 
mune from rising damp, it should be water- 
proofed. Even where hard dry filling is 
abundant and cheap it is a great temptation 
to save cost by using surplus soil arising 
from the excavation. Provided this soil is 
not clay there would not be much objection 
to this if one of the many water-proofing 
compounds available were mixed with the 
concrete. I believe the R.I.B.A. committee 
report emphasises the importance of keeping 
buildings free from damp, and lays 
stress on the need for a reliable damp- 
course. Having regard to the comparatively 
smal] cost when compared with the advan- 
tages to be obtained, why not carry it a step 
farther by forming a damp-course over the 
entire site by means of water-proofed 
concrete ? 

Boards on Concrete. 

When nailing floorboards direct to breeze 
concrete, before specifying the proportions of 
cement to be used the architect should ex- 
periment with the same breeze that he in- 
tends to use in the actual work. Using the 
same proportions of sand, cement and breeze, 
widely different results will be obtained with 
breeze from differing sources. In one case 
the concrete will be so hard that the floor- 
brad will not drive properly but will curl 
at the point. In another, although the pro- 
portions are not varied, the nail will drive 
very easily but will not grip. Great care 
should be exercised to get the concrete dead 
level and true, as, if the floorboard rides at 
a high spot, one blow too many will cause 
the floorbrad to spring and the nail will 
become useless. Insecure fixing becomes 
apparent at the hearths and doorways, and 
it is usually the skirtings that save the floor 
from total failure. 

If dovetail wooden slips are bedded in 
the concrete to receive the nails the ition 
of each should be marked on the walls as a 
guide and the whole of the surface receive 
a sufficiently thick coat of composition to fill 
the slight hollows left when the concrete 
shrinks in drying. Left unfilled, these hol- 
lows form an ideal breeding-ground for the 
spread of dry rot. 


Wood Blocks. 

To nothing more surely does the proverb, 
** More haste, less speed,’’ apply than to the 
difficulty in obtaining a satisfactory job with 
wood blocks when building is unduly hurried 
Since building has been so much speeded up 
as regards date of completion, many build- 
ings are in an unfit condition to receive 
wood blocks when they are laid. The result 
is that if the blocks are properly seasoned 
they must swell and lift when laid. The 
floating may be dust dry, and the plastering 
hard, but it by no means follows that the 
building is dry enough to receive wood 
blocks. The atmosphere of the building is 
charged with moisture from the thousands 
of gallons of water used in the mortars, and 
this reacts on the blocks. They rise, and if 
left alone will ultimately go back; but mean- 
while, doors will not open over them, and 
either the doors are slightly shortened or the 
blocks are taken up and eased. Neither of 
these remedies is sound, but—‘‘ needs must, 
etc.”” If, on the other hand, the blocks are 
stored in the building for some length of 
time before they are laid, they will swell 
sufficiently to give no trouble over the re- 
tention period, and when they go back the 
cracks will fill with dust and polish, a result 
that the architect might well view with dis- 


may. As in the case of staircases, the - 


curious fact so frequently discloses itself— 


“the less traffic it has to bear, the harder 
the material used ’’; oak blocks for the car- 
peted reception-room, deal blocks for the un- 
carpeted kitchen; a plain contradiction in 
economics. 


Boards on Joists. 


As pointed out in an earlier article, floor- 
boards are frequently laid at too early a 
stage in the job, with the result that they 
shrink and warp. The principal reason, how- 
ever, for their rapid deterioration is that the 
great bulk of them are imported ready manu- 
factured, and that they are cut out of tops 
and branches. Except in hardwoods, pitch 
pine, or Columbian pine, they are seldom ob- 
tainable “‘ rift sawn.’’ Full of small knots, 
they wear unevenly, the knots standing up in 
unpleasant little knobs all over the floor after 
a few years. Since the War they are not 
usually obtainable in sorted qualities and are 
sold “ unassorted.’’ They thus range from 
“best” to ‘‘fourths’’ in the same parcel. 
The tongues on an imported board are 
usually wider than need be and consequently 
more liable to damage. For two or three 
shillings per square, or about five shillings 
per room, boards of English manufacture are 
obtainable free from most of these defects 
sawn out of trunk wood. Part of this extra 
cost can be saved by specifying a narrower 
tongue. Primarily, the function of the 
tongue is to prevent dust and moisture pene- 
trating to the ceiling below or draught rising 
through the ground floor. If laid when the 
building is reasonably dry, 3/16 in. width 
should be sufficient for this purpose. Colum- 
bian pine, one hundred per cent. rift sawn, 
entirely free from sap and knots, is imported’ 
prepared for secret nailing. It is reasonable 
in price and makes a very fine floor. The 
freedom from knots makes for a much longer 
life in the floor coverings which should prove 
to be a selling point worth advancing. 


Tile Floors. 

The temptation with encaustic and pressed 
tiles is to lay them too closely together with 
the result that grout does not penetrate the 
joints. Although ribbed or otherwise keyed 
on the underside, the smooth surface does 
not ensure adhesion, and it is but seldom 
after they have been down some time that a 
few tiles do not come loose. Unless put 
right at once, the whole floor is disturbed 
and is a continual source of expense and 
annoyance. Quarry macin, B to casting in 
the burning sometimes beds hollow and is 
then easily cracked. Cottage owners are = 
to very considerable expense through kitchen 
tiles being broken owing to tenants chopping 
firewood on them. Even granolithic paving 
will not stand up to this far too prevalent 
bad treatment. Estate agents might do 
worse than occasionally enforce an agreement 
to repair wilful damage as a warning and 
for the sake of the example. 


Jointless Floors. 

These are so numerous as to be outside 
the present scope of these articles. If they 
are to be of very expensive first cost, it is 
worth while to place wire mesh reinforce- 
ment in the concrete base.

STOPPING WEEKLY PAYMENTS. 


Wrrs reference to our — in oar al 
Section, July 26, on e case or 
Donaldson, Ltd., v. Crossland (1929, 
A.C. 297), in which the House = rds 
made an important pronouncement upon 
the procedure to be adopted where em- 
ployers desire to end or diminish weekly 
payments under Section 12 of the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act, 1925, showing, 
to put it briefly, that the provisions of 
the section must be followed precisely, and 
that payment into court can only be made 
under the special provisions referring the 
matter to a medical referee, it may of 
interest to note that one point in that case, 
which was a Scotch case, has already been 
applied by the Court of Appeal in an Eng- 
lieh case. That point was whether an arbi- 
trator has power in euch cases to make an 
interim award, a matter of great moment io 
such cases where, since the decision of the 
House of Lords, it is of the greatest im- 
portance to the workman to have his posi- 
tion as regards the weekly payments assured 
as soon as possible. The House of Lords, by 
a majority, intimated that the Scotch pro. 
cedure as to interim awards was ually 
applicable under English law, and the Court 
Appeal have now set any doubts at rest 
by lying the principle in an English case. 
In Woodrow v. Trawlers oo Sea and 
Grimsby), Ltd. (** Weekly Notes,” August 24), 
the facts were as follows:—On January 6, 
1929, the applicant had met with an acci 
dent arising out of and in the course of his 
employment, and had been paid compensation 
on the basis of total incapacity until May 17, 
when the employers stopped the payments, 
their medical practitioner having informed 
them that the man had fully recovered. The 
workman, whose doctor had said that the 
man was only fit for light work, then _ 
for com ation, and gave notice of an 
interim application for an order “in the 
nature of an injunction” to restrain the 
employers from discontinuing the weekly pay- 
ments. The county court judge held that he 
could not grant an injunction, but treated 
the application as one for an interim award, 
but as in an interim application the earning 
capacity of the workman could not be deter 
mined, he made the award for the continu- 
ance of the weekly payments, £1 10s., on 
the basis of total incapacity until July 12, 
the date when it was expected the arbitra- 
tion would come on for hearing. On appeal, 
the Court of Appeal affirmed his decision, 
holding, on the authority of Anchor Donald- 
son, Ltd., v. Crossland, that where em- 
ployers cease paying or desire to diminish 
compensation by way of weekly payments in 
breach of Section 12, there is power for the 
arbitrator to make an interim award.

or agreement,”” which, after many contra- 
dictory decisions, has now been interpreted 
as meaning after the arbitration has been 
held or the agreement has been entered into, 
or (2) in the special cases set out in the 6ec- 
tion—viz., where the workman in receipt of 
weekly payment in respect of total incapacity 
hae actually returned to work, or where the 
weekly earnings of a workman a pantie t of 
a weekly payment in respect o' in- 
capacity Pa actually been increased, or 
(3) by following the procedure provided by 
the section - having the workman yap 
by a medica titioner, serving a copy « 
the cntitehe on the workman with the 
grounds upon which it is based and with 
notice of the intention of the employer to 
end or diminish the weekly t, and if 
the counter-certificate of the workman’s medi- 
cal adviser differs from this, then applying 
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for reference to the medical referee, after 
which payments into court can be made. 

The old confusion attaching to this section 
owing to decisions which made it a 
that the payments could be diminished or 
stopped if subsequently an arbitration was 
applied for has all been swept away, and 
the section now provides an intelligible code, 
and employers will only involve themselves 
in expense and litigation if they fail to 
follow the provisions contained in Sec- 
tion 12. 


JOINERY AND 
CARPENTRY* 


Mr. Barnard’s book is adequate. The sub- 
ect is fully and correctly dealt with, but 
is explanations are not always very clearly 
expressed, and a certain confusion in the 
—— on handrailing is caused by the in- 
troduction among them of others on descri 
tive geometry. Though the art of handrail- 
ing is based on the latter, an adequate know- 
ledge of it should precede any attempt at 
the former, and Mr. Greenhalgh’s expert on 
handrailing has been able to assume such 
knowledge, descriptive geometry having been 
treated in a previous section of the book, 
Mr. Greenhalgh’s book is one of the most, 
perhaps the most, practically useful of the 
many we know of on the subject, though the 
several sections, being written by various ex- 
perts, differ, as might be expected, in merit. 
The work might perhaps be lightened with 
advantage by omitting the last three or four 
sections. In these very few points are 
raised that have not been already dealt with 
in previous ones, and no problem is solved 
that would present the slightest difficulty to 
a man who had studied them. The section 
on church fittings, moreover, describes only 
modern trade methods, and not those of the 
medieval craftsman which are wanted for 
reproduction work. The first section on the 
proper use and care of tools may be studied 
with advantage by every young joiner of 
carpenter, and even by many an dies one. 
That on the characteristics and uses of 
various timbers is far more practically use- 
ful than most such guides to their selection 
and treatment, and handrailing is exception- 
ally clearly dealt with instead of being made 
a mystery of. It is, however, impossible to 
regret that the geometrical staircase, which, 
beloved by the Victorian builder, was the 
main support of the handrailing art, is 
moribund. The noble éffect of stone and 
marble staircases on the grand scale is often 
enhanced by their graceful curves; but the 
curves of the geometrical staircase are not 
graceful, and the nature of wood differs 
greatly from that of stone. One can under- 
stand, and even sympathise with, the pride 
of the skilled joiner in forcing his material 
to take shapes unsuited to its nature; but a 
serpentine wooden handrail made up of short 
sections cut out of the solid, with the grain 
running all sort of ways, is an outrage; and 
worse still, is a string made up of little ver- 
tical strips glued together between veneers. 
And all to gain an elongated serpent coiling 
itself up from the bottom to the top of the 
well. A newel staircase is far more pleasant 
to see, as well as in every way more practical.

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DUTCH CONCRETE HOUSES 


Dortou concrete houses are now being built 
at Cambridge. The first contract carried ont 
on this system was for a large number of 
small family residences for the Corporation of 
Amsterdam. Similar houses have been built 
at Berlin, but the houses at Cambridge ar 
the first to be erected in England. The walls 
are constructed of large slabs, cast on |vori- 
zontal wood platforms, or in a special factory 
on the site. In the case of external walls, 
the outside layer is of reinforced watertizht 
ballast concrete; the middle layer is loose 
clinker, or other convenient filling material; 
and the inside layer is of- clinker concrete. 
Both sides of the internal walls are of clinker 
concrete. Both external and internal walls 
are framed with stiles and rails of reinforced 
ballast concrete, on which the calculations for 
strength are based. Door and window open. 
ings are also framed in reinforced concr te. 
The slabs are connected with a vertical iron 
rod passed down through eyes projecting from 
adjacent slabs (two slabs in cases of an ex- 
ternal corner, and three slabs where a purty 
wall is connected with the external walls of 
two adjacent houses). The slabs are cast on 
the site as near as possible to where the walls 
are to be erected, with the external bal!ast 
concrete surface (in the case of external walls) 
upwards. These surfaces are brushed with 
steel brushes about 24 hours after casting, 
which brings the gravel into relief and gives 
a rather rough surface, somewhat similar to 
rougheast. The slabs are allowed to harden 
for about 10 days.before being erected, or, if 

uick hardening cement be used, for two days. 

he door and window frames, whether of 
wood or iron, are placed on the platforms 
and the walls cast round them. As soon as 
the walls are erected, therefore, the doors can 
be hung, and the window sashes inserted 
Any type of roof can be fitted. Insulation 
against heat and cold is obtained through tle 
triple thickness of wall previously described. 
If desired, the walls can be finished in differ. 
ent shades of permanent metallic colouring, at 
little cost. the price of these houses works 
out at’ £467 per house.

Winter Work for Unemployed : Large Relicf 
Schemes 


The Unemployment Grants Committee an 
nounced on Tuesday that further schemes for 
the relief of unemployment had been con- 
sidered from local authorities and other statu 
tory bodies. Schemes providing for an esti- 
mated expenditure of £212,000, and the em- 
ployment of approximately 1,150 men, were 
approved for payment of the Government 
grant. Among the larger schemes so ap- 
roved were :—Sewage disposal works, from 

hford, Essex, £15,000; se works, 
Reigate, £17,500; sewage works, “Worthing. 
£21,000; road improvement works, Tyne- 
mouth, £37,000; street improvements, Farn 
worth, Lancashire, £14,000; water supply. 
Birkenhead, £15,000; road improvements an? 
drainage, Maltby, Yorkshire, £16,000; 
sewage works, Hazel Grove and Bramhall, 
Cheshire, £21,000. There are at present 
some 288 schemes before the committee for 
inquiry, and if approved they will represent 
a capital expenditure of £7,150,000. Many 
of them will come before the next meeting of 
the committee on September 23. Essex 
County Council has adopted road schemes 
estimated to cost £1,625,000, which it is pro- 
posed to carry out in the next five years a: 
unemployment relief schemes.

NEW BUILDINGS IN LONDON

Threadneedle-street Building Precaution. 

A steel girder has been placed across 
Threadneedle-street, about 30ft. up, as a 
precautionary measure in connection with 
building operations at the side of Lloyds 
Bank. The architect is Mr. John P. Briggs, 
Efingham-street, Strand, W.C.2. 


Proposed New Town Hall, Bridlington. 
Bridlington Council has now decided to 
erect a new Town Hall at a probable cost of 
£45,000, and empowered the making of in- 
quiries in preparation for the scheme. The 
Council also has decided to prepare a con- 
jitional scheme for the construction of a 
bathing pool on the north side of the town. 


Building Development, Shanghai. 

From the annual report for 1928 of the 
Shanghai Municipal Council, Puklic Works 
Department, we learn that the total number 
of plans submitted for approval during the 
year was 2,225, of which 1,257 were passed 
Thess included plans for seven hotels, 24 
office buildings, 77 stores, seven theatres, and 
13 cinemas. The rest were principally 
Chinese houses and shops. : 


Electrical Security. 

Under the title ‘“‘ Electrical Security—In- 
stallation Work, Good and Bad,” the Elec- 
trical Contractors’ Association (Incorporated), 
of 15, Savoy-street, Victoria-embankment, 
Loncion, W.C.2, have just issued a booklet 
which should be in the hands of all concerned 
with electrical equipment, especially archi- 
tects and builders, upon whom, in conjunc- 
tion with the electrical engineer and con- 
tractor, falls the initial responsibility for the 
safeiy and efficiency of electrical installation 
work. The book, which has a preface by Mr. 
Walter Tapper, P.-P.R.1.B.A., discusses the 
need for electrical ‘‘ safety first,’ stresses 
the value of a sound installation, and gives 
examples of the cost of good and bad work. 
Emphasis is rightly laid on the need for the 
expert inspection of electrical wiring and 
apparatus by a competent installation en- 
gineer, Electrica] installations, in the very 
vature of things, require overhauling and re- 
newal from time to time, and the booklet 
gives many sound hints for the proper in- 
stallation and care of electrical equipment. 


Income-Tax Chart-Manual. 
We have received a copy of the 14th edition 
Tolley’s Income-Tax Chart-Manual, 
1929-30. All changes in Income Tax are 
carefully noted in the chart, right up to the 
actual date of printing. ‘The sections devoted 
to Foreign Income, Residence, etc., and to 
Business Profits are doubled in size, because 
of the growing complication of these subjects 
and their importance. But the increase in 
size has been so contrived that the actual 
bulk of the chart is not added to, and the 
price remains the same. The difficulties 
arising through the so-called ‘ simplifica- 
’’ of the tax, the change-over to Sur-tax, 
the new method of assessing employments, 
are explained, and many dubious questions of 
interpretation are explored. The Irish Free 
State Supplement is, as usual, brought up to 
date. With this supplement the price of the 
chart-manual is 3s.

Imported Glassware and Asbestos Cement 
Products. 

lhe Standing Committee of the Board of 
rade, after inquiry under the Merchandise 
Marks Act, recommend that the following 
sses and descriptions of imported glass- 
ware shall bear an indication of origin at 
time of sale or exposure for sale, both 
olesale and retail, in the United King- 
m:—Domestic, fancy, and illuminating 
blown glassware of all descriptions, other 
than electric lamp bulbs; pressed glassware 
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of all descriptions; bottles and jars of glass, 
other than containers. The Committee have 
also recommended the marking of certain 
imported scientific glassware (including 
tubing and rods). he recommendations 
and arguments are fully set out in reports 
issued by H.M, Stationery Office (Cmd. 3380, 
price 3d.; Omd. 3381, price 2d.). The 
Standing Committee of the Board of Trade 
recommend that the following descriptions 
of imported asbestos cement products shall 
bear an indication of origin at the time of 
sale or exposure for sale, both wholesale and 
retail :—Sheets, tiles, pipes and other 
builders’ materials or requisites. 


Local Rifle Clubs for Builders. 

We have received a communication from 
the Society of Miniature Rifle Clubs, in the 
course of which it is suggested that those 
building firms who employ a fairly large 
number of men on their permanent staif 
would be doing their workers a good turn 
if they followed the lead of hundreds of 
other important organisations and supported 
the establishment of a shop’s miniature range 
rifle club for the benefit of the men. There 
are nearly 2,000 of such local rifle clubs and 
associations affiliated to the Society of 
Miniature Rifle Clubs, the parent body of 
the movement—commonly known as_ the 
S.M.R.C.—and their number is increasing 
weekly. This form of rifle shooting is con- 
tinuous throughout the whole year, on the 
outdoor range in summer, indoor in the 
winter. .The interest is maintained, created 
and developed by the constant competi- 
tions, either conducted among the members 
of the club or in inter-club matches, district 
league contests, or those promoted by the 
local county association. All these competi- 
tions carry either valuable trophies or other 
prizes or cash awards. Advice and instruc- 
tions on the formation of a club are con- 
tained in a brochure which may be had post 
free on application to the Secretary, 8.M.R.C..

Fencing Precautions for Transmission 
Machinery. 

The Home Office have now issued a re- 
vised and enlarged edition of Safety Pam- 
phlet No. 1, “ Fencing and Other Safety 
Precautions for Transmission Machinery: 
Part I.” (The special precautions required 
in the mounting of belts are dealt with 
separately in Part II, the companion pam- 
phlet, No. 12, re-issued last year. The two 
pamphlets, which are issued at a low price 
(9d. net), are specially directed to the 
attention of factory employers, managers, 
engineers and others concerned with the 
safeguarding of transmission plant. 

The causes of accidents which occur are 
explained, and appropriate safeguards are 
described in considerable detail, there being 
no fewer than 129 useful illustrations in 
the two pamphlets. In view of the legal 
requirements of the Factory Acts, particular 
attention is paid to the subject of fencing. 
The description of apparatus and methods 
for lubricating overhead bearings when the 
shafting is in motion, all necessary operations 
taking place at floor level, is a specially 
interesting feature. The reader is usefully 
reminded that fencing and many of the 
other safeguards dealt with in the pamphlets 
can be seen at the Home Office Industrial 
Museum, Horseferry-road, 8.W.1, now open 
to the public. 


Building Construction in Canada. 

A report on the financial, industrial and 
commercial conditions in Canada has been 
published, price 3s., by H.M. Stationery 
Office, from which we learn that building in 
Canada last year reached a new high record. 
The total value of contracts awarded for all 
types of construction was higher than that 
of 1912, the outstanding year heretofore. The 
total value of contracts awarded amounted to 
$472 million in 1928, as compared with $463 
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million in 1912 and $4183 million in 1927, an 
increase of 12.6 per cent. over 1927. More 
trade might be secured by the United King- 
dom in building materials, fittings and equip- 
ment were the market studied closely by a 
greater number of United Kingdom firms, 
and a suitable selling policy established. The 
past spring witnessed the arrival of repre- 
sentatives of several British firms to investi- 
gate conditions. These included manufac- 
turers of metal sashes and four makers of 
tiles. When a comparison is made between 
the building activity witnessed in the record 
year 1912 and the building activity visible 
to-day, it is necessary to make allowance, 
not only for the changed cost of construction, 
but also for the growth of population in the 
meantime. The cost of construction is about 
64 per cent. higher than in the days imme- 
diately preceding the war. Meanwhile, the 
population of the Dominion has grown ry 31 
per cent. from about 7,365,000 in 1912 to 
about 9,658,000 in 1928. ;

A New “‘ Empire” Truck. 

Messrs. Bean Cars, Ltd., have just intro- 
dueed, as a result of twelve months’ prepara- 
tion and testing of models under most exact- 
ing conditions, a new “Empire” truck 
chassis of 40-cwt. and 50-cwt. capacity, es- 
pecially designed for service Overseas and 
in the British Isles and Europe respectively.
